POUNDS 

Funk Farms claim they have the 
best average weight litter in the state. 
A litter of thirteen pigs by Col.’s Won- 
der weighed forty-seven pounds {at 
birth. This makes an average per pig 
of 314 pounds, which is far above the 
average.

DUROC IS FEEDERS’ HOG 

If the statement is true that the 
feed lot determines the worth of any 
breed, the experience of Homer Dean 
of Frederick, Illinois, should be noted. 
Mr. Dean sold a litter of ten pure 
pred Durocs on the St. Louis market 
March 5th which were farrowed 
August 10th, making them just six 
months and 25 days old when sold. 
This litter averaged 212 pounds and 
was shipped in a mixed car and 
came within 35c of the top at the St. 
Louis market, , 

This convincing experience carried 
on under ordinary farm conditions 
substantiates the claim that Duroc 
men make, namely: that Durocs have 
large even litters, make rapid gains, 
mature early and supply the kind of 
meat the packer desires.

STATE ASSOCIATION EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE MEETS 


On May 24th the Executive Com- 
mittee of the [Illinois Duroc Breeders’ 
Association met and discussed prob- 
lems relative to the State Associa- 
tion. Present at this meeting were 
W. H. VanMeter, J. W. Telling, Earl 
B. Dodson, A. Y. Bartholomew, and 
W. V. Gousseff. 

One of the most important matters 
taken up at this meeting was the 
discussion of increasing the member- 
ship in the State Association. Plans 
will be outlined for such a campaign 
in the near future to build up the 
membership in this fast 
growing. Duroc organization. 
The Executive Committee de- 
cided also to incorporate the 
Association. under the State 
Law. 

Another matter of vital 
importance to the breeders 
of the state was the discus- 
sion on printing and prices 
on catalogues. The Secre- 
tary was instructed to re- 
ceive bids from printers for 
catalogues for members of 
the State Association at spe- 
cial prices. It is hoped to 
standardize the catalogues in 
order to reduce the expense 
of the same. 

The Secretary was instruct-. 
ed to draw vouchers on the 
Treasurer to pay current ex- 
pense bills. ‘ 

Questions regarding the 
policy of THE DEPENDA- 
BLE DUROC were. discuss- 


'ed and by a unanimous motion it was 


voted to limit the advertising in THE 
DEPENDABLE DUROC to _ breeders 
in the State of [llinois. It was also 
moved and carried to accept commer- 
cial advertising only on such products 
that are a necessary accessory to the 
'swine business at a rate of 25 percent 
above the breeders’ rate and subject 
to the approval of the Executive 
Committee. Bids for printing were 
discussed and a contract drawn up 
with the Times Record Company of 
Aledo, Illinois to publish the same.

TWO 
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E LIVESTOCK SITUATION 


Dean of Agriculture, Iowa College, Ames, lowa. 


Address by CHAS. F. CURTISS, : 


Given before the Livestock Breeders’ Conterence, May Nineteenth 


The agriculture of the Mississippi 
Valley is based on the livestock in- 
dustry. ‘The yyesent retrenchment 
in the livestock industry caanot last 
and conditions are not as bad as 
many people would have us believe. 
The farmers in this section are not 
quitters and very shortly we will 
ecme out of it safely and surely and 
find ourselves once agjaia coming out 
of a bad situation by a gradual up- 
ward process. 

Agriculture was the first great in- 
dustry to feel this depression caused 
by unexpected difficulties which 
erose. In the first place great faith 
was placed in EHurope buying cur sur- 
plus, and due to our high prices 
cauced by high production costs and 
the dwindling of credit and gold in 
Furopean treasuries made Europe un- 
able to buy at what seemed to her a 
tremendous premium for our sup- 
plies. 

Short Credits Become Long Credits 

Our transportation system in which 
we always have iprided ourselves, also 
proke down last summer at a time 
when the farmer needed transporta- 
tion the moct. You will recall at 
this time last summer it was almost 
impcszible to get a car. Today the 
side trecks are not long enough to 
h-ld the empty cars. The over ex- 
‘onsicn of credit also entered in to 
seme degree and credit which was 
meant for short term credit has since 
developed into long term credit and of 
courcé the more the extension of 
credit and the longer the term, the 
harder it is to pay up which is one 
cf the very essential processes which 
we must build up at the present 
time. 

The Worst Is Past 

There is at the present time a sur- 
plus of pure bred breeding stock 
which is not even selling at greatly 
reduced prices ajid in some cases is 
selling even at a loss to the pro- 
ducer. When conditions are such 
that there is not a fair profit, pro- 
duction is restricted because the 
farmer the same as any other manu- 
facturer does not care to produce at 
a loss, and feels that he is entitled 
to a fair profit. In as much as this 
conditian is existing, we must lower 
the cost of production expense caused 
by leaks and heavy over head cost. 


We must also consider that last sea- 


son was a wonderfully productive 
year, and we cannot expect once in 
twenty years a season such as last 
year. This year we will not have 
fcur-fifths of last year’s out-put. Cor- 
sidering that production will neces- 
sarily be reduced because of the sea- 
son and that everything seems to in- 
dicate better prospects ahead, I: feel 
that we have seen the worst and that 
we are now on an upward trend to 
the goal that we will all be glad to 
see, that of normal times. 

In order to keep this up this great 
livestock business, which is lowa’s big- 
gost industry and the basis for our 
prosperity, we must stop to consider 
a few points that pertain to our pres- 
ent method” of production as they 
will effect the future livestock situa- 
{icn. There is a difference in bed 
rock expenditure and bed rock effi- 
ciency. We can be so economical 
that we are not efficient, which is 
just as bad as too high an expendi- 
ture for production. We are  con- 
yinced beyend a shadow of a doubt 
that pure bred livestock is absolutely 
necessary for economical production 
ead to maintain herds of high stand- 
ard. 

Never Over-Stay Any Market 

This livestock: will be moved some 
way and if it is not used for the pro- 
ducticn of breeding stock it will nat- 
urally go to the butcher. It is not a 
question of price but it is of moving 
whatever surplus livestock there is 
under present conditions at whatever 
price it will bring. There can be no 
permanent gain bv holding stock off 
the market. There was never a time 
when we needed efficient livestock 
micre than at the present time. Tre 
movement of this temporary surplus 
into the hajds of producers will be 
a big benefit to the live stock indus- 
try. 

It is a losing business to over stay 
any market. Any feeder realizes this 
end the pure bred man realizes this 
as well. For that reason pure bred 
mest preducing steck should not fe 
killed by putting it in the ‘butcher’s 
hands but should be put on farms as 
hreedina stock, even at greatly re- 
duced prices. 

Stock yardsmen tell us that cattle 
in the yards are not as good today as 


twenty years ago. Of ‘course there 
is a reagon for this, high priced feeds 
and high production costs have had a 
tendency for men to market their 
steck as quickly as ‘possible and in 
fact nct always has the particular 
fitter or feeder received the premium 
that his efforts deserved. 
Narrow Margins to Be Rule 

From now on we can figure on Nnar- 
row margins and for that reason we 
must not over look the absolute ne- 
cessity of good breeding stock with- 
in our herds and also the fact that 
we must produce more stock on our 
ow. farms. This means that our 
breeding herds must be increased in 
quality as well as numbers. Here 
again the pure bred stock can play 
an important part. We must have 
gcod sires at the head of our herds. 
All agencies, farmers, breeders, farm 
bureaus, agricultural colleges, live- 
stock asseciations must all cooperate 
together to. build up a machinery 
which will place this stock on the 
farms and avoid the going to the 
shambles of our good breeding stcck. 

There are two vital factors standing 
at the present time in the re-adjust- 
ment for industrial and business ac- 
tivities which should mean much to 
all of us. In the first place the Allies 
have reached a definite settlement 
with Germany and she has shown her 
good faith by already making her 
first deposit cf gold, and in the sec- 
ond place railroad wages are to be 
reduced which will bring reduced 
freight rates. 

With all of these things in mind 


~T cannot help but feel that if we can 


reduce our production cost, can build 
up a machinery to place breeding 
stock on the farm, and with the other 
tendencies being toward getting back 
to nermal, but that we will soon be 
back to the right condition that we 
will all be glad to see, and when that 
time comes there will be such a de- 
mand that there will again be an ac-. 
tual shortage rather 
production.

R. E STOWELL their business, 
and third, to aid in shaping the gener- 
all policies of the pure-bred business so 
that its permanent success may be as- 
sured. 

To the extent that the actual cost 
of performing the first function stated 
above is reduced will the amount of 
money available for the other two pur- 
poses be increased. This reduction 
must be made without impairing the 
quality or accuracy of the record. It 
must be accomplished by eliminating 
some waste which now exists. A large 
part of the cost of maintaining an ac- 
curate record is due to the elaborate 
machinery which has to be used to 
detect the pedigrees which are ine-ig- 
ible for record and to secure the ne- 
cessary information to straighten out 
and complete many that are eligible. 

Applicants, Errors Cost Money 

In the office of the National Duroc- 
Jersey Record Association there is a 
battery of three steel filing cases in 
which is kept the “trouble matter,” by 
which is meant the pedigrees thec 
have been held up because they were 
not complete and the correspondence 
that has been carried on for the pur- 
pose of trying to straighten them out. 
This means an immense amount of 
work which in itself costs iots of mon- 
ey, to say nothing of the annoyance 
and in many cases actual loss which 
results to the applicant. If these ap- 
plications had been correct, this un- 
necessary expense could have been 
avoided, and the money devoted to 
promotion work would have aided ma- 
terial‘y in keeping the Duroc supreme. 

Now let us look into this “trouble 
file’ and see why the pedigrees had 
to be held up. We shall have time to 
examine but a few of them, noting 
only the simplest and most common 
sort of error. 

Error No. 1.—Farrowing Date: The 
applicant .failed to fill in the farrow- 
ing date. Here is another pedigree in 
which the farrowing date does not 
agree with the breeding date. 

Error No. 2.—Sex: The sex of the 
animal is not stated and the name 
does not indicate it with the sufficient 
c-earness to warrant recording, hence, 
sent back for correction. 

Error No. 3.—Litter Record: Here is 


of Sale: 


one in which the litter record is omit- 
ted; and another which fails to show 
ihe number of pigs of each sex raised. 
And still another in which the litter 
record does not correspond with the 
facts given on the pedigree of a litter 
mate recorded six months earlier. 

Error No. 4—The Breeder: The 
breeder of an animal is the owner of 
the dam at the time she was served to 
produce this animal. Our records do 
not show that the man whose name is 
filled in as breeder of this pedigree 
ever owned the dam. Hence, more 
correspondence. 

Error No. 5—Iin Dam Sales: If the 
sow is sold between the date of ser- 
vice and farrow, then the pedigree 
must show a (in dam) saie and the 
date thereof. 

Error No. 6—The Omission of Dates 
The rules provide that all 
dates of sales must be filled in. Their 
omission is a very common error. 

Error No. 7—The Omission of the 
Signature: The omission of the sig- 
nature or an incorrect signature are 
frequent causes for delay. Every ped- 
igree must be signed by the persori 
who owned the dam at the time she 
farrowed, or by his duly authorized 
agent. 

Error No. 8.—The Breeding Certifi- 
cate: In case the sow is bred to a 
boar owned by some person other than 
the owner of the dam, a breeding cer- 
tificate signed by the owner of the 
boar must be furnished before the lit- 
ter produced by such breeding is elig- 
ible for record. 

A breeding certificate is also neces- 
sary when a sow is sold after being 
bred. Look at these pedigrees. This 
man has been written a number of 
times for a breeding certificate and he 
will not even answer the letters. In 


the meantime the owner of the hog is 


blaming the Record Association be- 
cause they have not recorded his an- 
imals promptly, and is becoming dis- 
gusted with the pure-bred business. 
Care should be used in making out 
breeding certificates. One was receiv- 
ed recently which showed one year 
and three months to have elapsed be 
tween the date of service and the far- 
rowing date. Rather an unusual case, 
don’t you think? 

There are many other errors to 
which we could call attention but the 
above are the most common. Now for 
a few suggestions. 

When an animai is sold the transfer 
should be recorded promptly. Breed- 
ers who sell to new beginners should 
have the sale recorded or explain to 
the purchaser how this is done. 

When purchasing stock be sure to 
give your name as it appears on your 
share of stock. In the case of part- 
ners, if one member of the firm buys 
an animal and it is transferred to him 
individually, there is likely to be some 


confusion concerning ownership when 
it is desired to record its produce un- 
der the firm name. 


Now ‘Mr. Purchaser, you should un- 
derstand the difference in meaning 
of some terms in very common usage. 
When you ca:l at a man’s farm and 
look his offering over, you often ask, 
“Will I get ‘papers’ with these” or 
“Will you furnish a_ pedigree with 
this?” An affirmative answer to the 
above questions may mean very little. 
Perhaps it means you will receive the 
name of the animal’s sire and dam 
written on a scrap of paper or on the 
other hand it may mean that you will 
get a signed application for ‘record. 
In either case you wil be getting all 
the seller promised. You should have 
asked him to furnish you a recorded 
pedigree, and whenever we reach the 
point in the pure-bred business that 
every buyer of pure-bred hogs will in- 
sist on getting a recorded pedigree be- 
fore he pays for the hog, then many 
of the errors we have been discussing 
will be eliminated, and the Record As- 
sociations can spend a large part of 
the money’ which now goes annually 
for the purpose of straightening out 
“Trouble Matter” for the good of the 
breed. 


Impatience Is Human Characteristic 

Now it is human nature to become 
impatient at delay. When we want a 
thing, we want it, and we want it right 
then and there. But isn’t it really an 
evidence of good business on the part 
of your Record Association when it 
holds up your pedigree until it is sat- 
isfied that everything is absolutely 
correct. Enough errors will occur 
even then. Wouldn’t you want them 
to ‘do this with the other fellow’s 
hog? Ought not the Association to 
be commended rather than blamed for 
such action—provided, of course, that 
it is using every possible effort to 
c’ear the matter up? 


Now Mr. Duroc Hogman, you sure:y 
have the finest hog on earth, but if 
you want to keep it in the lead, every 
mcther’s son of you must boost. If 
you will keep a careful and accurate 
record of all your operations, if you 
will look over your applications after 
filling them out and eliminate as many 
errors as possib:e, if you will attend 
promptly to the recording of your 
transfers, if you will furnish prompt- 
ly and cheerfully such information as 
may be needed by your Record Asso- 
ciation, if you wi.l furnish a recorded 
pedigree with every pure-bred animal 
sold, if you will show a personal inter- 
est in your customers, if you wil 
adopt “service” as your slogan and 
will build your business on its princi- 
ples, then will you be able to paint the 
whole world red with that most effi- 
cient pork-producing machine—the 
Duroec-Jersey Hog.

HOT WEATHER SHIPPING IN- 
STRUCTIONS 


Due to the hot weather, the losses 
to live stock, especially hogs, are 
enormous. By following these sug- 
gestions as nearly as possible, 
at least a part of the damage can be 
eliminated. 

Haul or drive your hogs to the 
shipping station in ample time to al- 
low them to become rested and cool 
before loading, 

When ordering a car ior loading 
hogs, insist upon a clean one bedded 
with sajid, clay or earth. 

Wet thoroughly the bedding and in- 
tericr of car before loading. 

Give only a small feed of grain be- 
fore shipping. Heavy feed means 
more body heat generated. 

Load not more than one hour before 
the train is to depart. 

Load slowly and carefully. Avoid 
excitement and do not beat or bruise 
the animals. 

Load not to exceed 14,000 lbs. fat 
hogs aid 16,000 stock hogs in a stand- 
ard 36 ft. car during warm weather. 

Have water applied to the bedding 
in the car at available points imme- 
diately after the train stops. 

Use ice on floor of car whenever 
possible, three blocks to a car. 

Report inattention or neglect 
promptly to the superintendent of the 
division on 'which your een orig- 
inates. 

Never throw iar directly wpon the

In- 
stead, run it on the floor of car under 
the hogs.—W. H. Smith, U. of Il.

FITTING THE HERD AT HOME 


In the first article, “Selecting The 
Herd,” emphasis was made on study- 
ing the classification, studying the 
type of animal preferred for the Show 
ring, and getting the herd started on 
feed. We are now ready to take off 
our coats and get busy feeding the 
herd, and here is where the interest 
begins. No doubt in the group you 
have selected there are many dia- 
monds in the rough and the greatest 
pleasure and satisfaction in showing 
is to take an animal that apparently 
seems in the rough and make it bloom 
out into a winner at Show time. 

It is a pretty good idea to take the 
whole bunch that you are feeding and 
put thme together in order that you 
may look them over and see*how they 
line up for uniformity of type, and the 
desired points as well as the faults. In 
case that you breed most of your herd, 
this will give you an idea to see how 
your stock is breeding and to see 
whether or not certain points should 
be emphasized more than others. It 
is said that the successful breeder is 
the one who can see his own faults. 
So many breeders make a failure of 
showing because they do not start 
fitting until they reach the show 
grounds, and in most cases these men 
are defeated by animais that have been 
fitted during the summer at home. If 
there ever was a place that a man 
was rewarded for the work he does it 
is in the Show ring, and that man that 
will feed his herd during the summer, 
provided he has picked the right aai- 
mal, will surely be rewarded in the 
Show ring. 

Prepare Hide and Hair 

Now for some of the details of fit- 
ting. The hair and skin should re- 
ceive the first treatment. It is a good 
idea early in May to clip the hair of 
the entire Show herd. Clipping can 
be done up until the middie of June. 
The reason for clipping the hair is to 
get a uniform coat. An animal com- 
ing into the ring with a patchy or par- 
tially shed coat does not show the 
bloom when finished; and one animal 
can spoil a whole herd by not having 
the proper appearance. Umiformity 
of finish should be kept in mind as 
well as uniformity of type, and when 
all of the animals are clipped, this 
will be brought about by showing an 
even coat of hair in the herd. If you 
have an animal that is slow in shed- 
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Showing Durocs --- Jersey Swine 


ding its coat and you do not want to 
clip it, thoroughly scrubbing with oil 
and kerosene will cause quicker shed- 
ding. A quart of kerosine to a gallon 
of oil is the usual mixture; however, 
the slower the animal is in shedding, 
the more kerosine should be used. 
Clean Skin Essential 

Skin treatment is very necessary in 
bringing out a proper finish to a herd 
and immediately after clipping, the 
skin should be thoroughly scrubbed 
with a stiff brush using a solution of 
water and dip. The skin should be 
cleansed thoroughly in order to take 
off any scurf, mange, lice and eggs. 
Immediate.y after scrubbing thorough- 
ly (and by thoroughly I do not mean 
just throwing the water over, I mean 
taking a stiff brush and rubbing and 
making sure that all dead tissue be 
removed in order that nothing is left 
but live skin to receive treatment) oil 
the hide. Lard oil is preferred for this 
cperation, however paraffin or ma- 
chine oil will do. The purpose of oil- 
ing is to soften the skin, to make it 
mel.ow, and to condition it in such a 
way that the essential bloom or finish 
will appear by Show time. If the 
boar feels hard in the shield, special 
treatment should be given him. The 
first thing necessary is to see that he 
is kept quiet, and that he does not 
fret. This can best be done by putt- 
ing him in a lot away from sows and 
possibly putting a boar or barrow in 
with him for company. He should be 
washed thoroughly and_ preferabiy 
wool fat or lard oil thoroughly massag- 
ed into the skin. The principal good 

‘at oil does is to cause the rubbing 
or massaging of it into the skin. This 
process of rubbing or massaging soft- 
ens the skin and makes it pliable and 
helps remove wrinkles. 
kept in mind that during ali of these 
various processes that the animal 
should be treated kindly and as they 
respond to treatment, they can be 
handled much more easily by Show 
time. 


Look After the Feet 

The next essential in fitting at home 
is treating the feet. Feet and legs 
are just as important on a hog as they 
are on a horse and just aS many cases 
of lameness can be attributed through 
lack of attention, the same as the 
horse. The feet should be looked af- 
ter every two or three weeks and the 
necessary tools are a pair of nippers 
or pruning shears, a shoe rasp and a

sharp knife. “fhe principal thing to 
keep in mind in trimming the toes 
is to keep the hoof or horny part trim- 
med as short as possible in order that 
the quick or cushion will draw back. 
By so doing the toes have a tendency 
to shorten which is the desired effect. 
You never notice any foot trouble in 
short toed hogs; it is usually the long 
tced hog that causes lameness and 
other troubles. In case that toes are 
trimmed too short and lameness is 
caused, mud wallows will help take 
the inflammation out of such feet. It 
might be well to disinfect with iodine, 
lysol, dip or some other good disin- 
fectant. 

The hog should be placed on a level 
floor and required to stand in a nat- 
ura. position. By so doing you are 
given an opportunity to see how the 
feet and legs line up as well as to ob- 
serve the condition’ of the foot. As 
soon as you have found out what is re-

McLEAN COUNTY BREEDERS DO- 
ING CONSTRUCTIVE BREED 
PROMOTION 


About the middle of April the Mc- 
Lean County Swine Breeders’ Associa- 
tion held a meeting to decide upon 
some definite outline of work for the 
coming year. It was the unanimous 
opinion of all present that some con- 
structive program should be arranged 
and followed out. As a result of the 
meeting it was decided that the Asso- 
ciation should give particular atten- 
tion to promotion work with the funda- 
mental idea of interesting farmers in 
the advantages of raising pure-bred 
swine for market purposes and devel- 
oping a home market for the large per- 
centage of the’ surplus pure-breds 
which they have to sell. 

It was felt that the following lines 
af work would help to accomplish this 
purpose: 

Pig Ciubs 

Pure-bred Boar Campaign 

Barrow Shows 

County Swine Show 

Educative Publicity 

County Tours 

McLean County System of Sanita- 
tion (Demonstration work now going 
on in this County by the Government.) 

Pure-bred sales. 

In McLean County we now have 65 


boys with pure-bred litter projects and 
78 boys with single purebred pig proj- 
ects. These boys are practically all in 
what is known as standard clubs, that 
is they have officers, have regular 
meetings and discuss such subjects as, 
feeding sows and litters, growing pigs, 
fattening hogs, show hogs, pastures, 
etc. Ninety percent of all the stand- 
ard c.ubs are in McLean county. We 
think they have a great advantage over 
the individualistic method. 


Many farmers think that pure-breds 
are just for a few. We feel that a 
good barrow show will attract atten- 
tion among a lot of farmers and dem- 
onstrate to them what the possibilities 
are in raising pure-breds for market. 
Hach breeder is going to keep six or 
eight of his best barrows. 


We expect our livestock adviser to 


spend considerable of his time advo- 


cating pure-bred boars and conducting 
an educative publicity campaign. We 
are assured of the assistance of the 
extension department of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 


I think that all at this meeting were 
agreed that one of the big problems of 
the swine business today is how to 
keep the pigs well and going along. 
We feel that in McLean county we 
are very fortunate in having an oppor- 
tunity to cooperate with the U. S. Gov: 
ernment in trying to locate the source 
of great deal of our hog trouble. We 
have a layman inspector in charge of 
the work who visits the herds under 
government supervision about once a 
week. The work is in charge of Dr. 
H. P. Raffensperger of Chicago. The 
idea of this sanitation work is to dem- 
onstrate some practical method right 
out on the farm, in which the round 
worm can be controlled in pigs. He 
believes a great deal of our pig trouble 
can be eliminated by a proper method 
of sanitation, which is entirely practi- 
cal. Results go to show that this is 
working out that way in McLean 
county. At certain stages of the life 
cycle of the round worm the pig shows 
symptoms, many times, which may be 
taken for some other disease. The 
good part about this system is that 
any one can practice it with little ex- 
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pense. The writer has contended, for 
some time, that to raise hogs success- 
ful we must keep better sows, fewer of 
them, give them better care, feed and 
sanitation. 


We expect to have some swine tours 
this summer in order that all hog men 
may become better acquainted with 
each other and with the _ different 
-ines of work which is being carried 


-Qiein the county, meee 


We are making bi& preparations for 
our annual swine show this fall, which 
will be held on September 14th, 15th, 
and 16th, in Bloomington. Indications 
now are that we will have about 650 
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hogs at our show. It can be safely 
said that half of this number will be 
DUROCS. 

In order to finance our show and 
the other activities which the Associa- 
tion undertakes the coming year we 
expect to hold a donation bred sow 
and gilt sale at the Heyworth Fair 
sometime between August 31st and 
September 2nd. Breeders’ are sup- 
porting this sale in fine shape and in- 
dications are that we will have a lot of 
good stuff in that sale. 


The interest in’ Durocs in McLean 
county seems to be increasing daily 
and as we now claim about half the 
hogs in the county I don’t think we 


have much cause for worry. About 
haif the Pig Club boys have Duroc 
pigs. We have three men each rais- 


ing about 1,000 pigs, all Durocs. The 
best part about it is that all of these 
men tried out the other breeds first. 
Our, men who are raising hogs for 
market are also beginning to realize 
that the proper type of Duroc is the 
biggest money maker and want the 
long stretchy boars. We have had a 
good many interesting guessing con- 
tests which were very convincing to 
the farmers present at our Farm 
Bureau livestock meetings. <A good 
typed stretchy barrow or sow and a 
short, blocky, low down one _ were 
brought in and all guessed on their 
weight. Invariably they guessed the 
“ow down one the heavier, which was 
always wrong. It scored a _ point 
home and caused much comment. 


McLean county expects to send from 
100 to 150 Durocs to the State Fair, 
six entries for Futurity litters. Also 
a number of Pig Club pigs. Harry 
Knuth of McLean county had the 
Champion Duroe of Pig Club pigs at 
Springfield last year and I think that 
has stimulated a great deal of interest 
in better Durocs in McLean county, 
not only among the boys but among 
the older breeders. There will be a 
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decided improvement in the quality of 
hogs shown in McLean county this 
year. There was a number of good 
boars and sows purchased last win-

HENRY COUNTY DUROC BREED- 
ERS SEND YOUNGSTERS TO 
NATIONAL

The 
editor allowed his imagination to run 
amuck among the horrors, real and 
imaginary, in the slaughterhouses. He 
painted a grewsome picture and con- 
cluded his editorial with a paragraph 
reading: “I have lived for weeks with- 
out tasting meat and I have seen hun- 
creds of others live and thrive on the 
same kind of diet and I wonder if 
sometime civilization will advance to 
the state where we will cease to live 
like cannibals.” 

Such editorial comment is, in my 
opinion, fundamentally wrong. In the 
first place the inference that we live 
like canniba‘s is ridiculous, and furth- 
ermore if we were to refrain from 
eating meat we would have to dispose 
of the source thru which eighty per- 
cent of our grain is now marketed. 
We also find that the power machin-

ery has replaced thousands of horses 
and mules on farms and in the cities.

Hog-cholera is the most widespread 
infectious disease of hogs in this state, 
and for that reason all possible pre- 
cautions against herds becoming in- 
fected must be taken. 

Proper methods of feeding and care 
are necessary in order to keep the 
herd in a healthy, growing condition. 
Healthy hogs possess a slight degree 
of resistance against disease, and this 
factor plays no small part in the con- 
trol of hog-cholera. Filthy, crowded 
guarters, lack of exercise and wrong 
methods of feeding overcome natural 
immunity, and are secondary factors 
in the spread of the disease. 

There is no place on a farm where 
disenfectants are so necessary as in 
the hog houses and yards. White- 
wash, lime, chloride of lime and stock 
dips are the disinfectants commonly 
used. Pastures and lots may be clean- 
ed up by moving the hogs for a few 
months each year and cleaning away 
all litter. The unused lots can be put 
to good use if plowed and sowed to 
some forage crop. 

Necessary precautions against the 
food and drinking water becoming con- 
taminated must be observed. The im- 
portance of clean water, clean feea, 
and clean troughs and feeding floors 
should be emphasized. Muddy yards, 
when in use a few years become filthy 
and endanger the health of the herd. 

Yards should be well drained and all 
wallow holes filled. Pens and pastures 
through which the drainage from 
swine enclosures higher up, runs, 
should not be used. 

Hogs coming from other herds, or 
stock shows should be excluded from 
the home herd until they are positive- 
ly shown to be free from disease. 

They should be quarantined in yards 
set off for this purpose. Such yards 
should not communicate in any way 
with the regular yards. The hogs 
should also be cleaned by dipping or 
washing with a water solution of a 
reliable disinfectant as there Is a pos- 
sibility of carrying the germs in the 
Gust and dirt on their bodies. The 
quarantine period should be longer 
than the average period of incubation. 
Three weeks is as long as necessary. 

The possible introduction of the dis- 
ease into the pens by people, dogs, 
birds, etc., should be guarded against, 
especially if cholera is present in the 
neighborhood. Whenever it is neces- 
gary for a person to enter a hog lot 
where the disease is present, the shoes 
should be cleaned and disinfected on 
leaving. ‘The wheels of wagons and 
the feet of horses that are driven 
through cholera yards should be wash- 
ed with a disinfectant. The feet of 
feeding cattle that are shipped through 
stock yards and in stock cars, should 
be washed with a disinfectant. Per- 
sons taking care of cholera hogs 
should observe the necessary precau- 


tions against the distribution of the 
disease and see that other parties 
practice like precautions. 


Care of a Diseased Herd 

When an outbreak of hog cholera 
occurs on a farm, the herd should be 
quarantined and all possible precau- 
tions taken against the spread of the 
infection in the neighborhood. The 
separation of the herd into small 
bunches of about a dozen animals is 
sometimes practiced. This is not ad- 
visable, as the work of caring for the 
animals is greatly increased and the 
infection scattered over a wide area, 
proportionately increasing the oppor- 
tunity for infecting neighboring farms. 

Hog-Cholera ‘“Cures.’”—There is no

cure for hog cholera. Remedies so ad- 
vertised may be classed as tonics and 
conditioners designed to regulate and 
correct the digestive system. 

Treament of Herd. — Immediately 
upon suspicion of any disease in the 
herd it is well to get in touch at once 
with your Farm Adviser or Veterinar- 
ian who will recommend the treatment 
to use. Since there is no cure for hog- 
cholera, preventative methods must 
be relied upon entirely. The serum 
used in vaccination is a preventative 
rather than curative agent and the 
best results are therefore obtained be- 
fore the animals develop the disease; 
hence, the necessity of immediate ac- 
tion.

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Amount of Grain to Feed on Pasture 

Unsuccessful attempts were made 
to carry spring pigs thru the sum- 
mer with no grain on alfalfa and rape 
in 1917, and on rape in 1918. The feed 
was gradually decreased during the 
first two weeks, no grain being given 
the following eight weeks. The pigs 
on alfalfa gained 3 1-2 pounds each; 
those on rape, 1 1-2 pounds in 1917; 
and in 1918, 1 1-4 pounds for the per- 
iod. In the first year, two pigs died 
on rape in a lot of eight pigs, and in 
the second year one was near the 
point of starvation at the close of the 
eight weeks. Those on alfalfa might 
have lived through without grain had 
the alfalfa been very good. They 
were put on a grain ration and de- 
veloped economically into hogs of 
marketable weight. While it would 
have been possible to carry most of 
the pigs thru the entire summer with- 
out grain, the loss of a part of the 
pigis and the small gains made would 
make it inadvisable to follow the 
‘no-grain” method. 


fall. In order to produce such pigs 
from the spring crop, but small 
amounts of grain need to be fed dur- 
ing the summer; but if one wants to 
sell on an early fall market, the pigs 
must be pushed durijg the summer. 
In order to avoid the mid-winter 
market, light-fed pigs can be held 
back and finished out for the March 
market. 

The results of the two years’ work 
go to show that the amount of feed 
required to grow spring pigs out to 
225 pounds is not affected materially 
by the amount of grain fed to the 
pigs while on pasture other than for 
light rations. Medium and full grain 
rations are to be preferred to light 
grain rations. Less loss is incurred 
and better health and vigor can be 
maintained in pigs that are fed the 
better nations. It is true that light- 
fed pigs while on forage make more 
economical gains than those full-fed 
on forage, but the heavier fed pigs do 
not have to be carried for so long 
a time under the less economical dry 
lot system of feeding. At 225 pounds 
the hogs fed the larger amounts of 
grain on pasture made more rapid 


corn and the price of hogs for the dif- 
ferent months should be taken into 
consideration as seriously as the dif- 
ference in amount of grain required 
to grow a pig out to 225 pounds. 

Some protein supplement should be 
fed to pigs on pasture that are being 
full. or self-fed their grain. The 
most rapid and economical gains can 
not be made unless some protein feed 
is supplied other than the pasture for 
pigs on full rations. The pigs fed 
light or medium grain rations need 
no protein supplement until they are 
taken from the forage. Spring pigs 
can be grow to marketable weight on 
the smallest amount of protein feeds 
when they are carried thru the sum- 
mer on medium igrain rations on pas- 
ture and are fullfed their grain in 
the fall with a limited amount of pro- 
tein supplement.

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quired, the next thing is to hold the 
animal and begin trimming. For this 
purpose use either a crate or use a 
rope on the opposite hind and front 
feet. Two ropes are necessary, from 
six to eight feet long and plipped 
around the pastern. The important 
thing is to have plenty of active help 
around. The minute the animal is 
down, everybody should be on the job, 
because you do not want any excess 
trouble, anl heating of the animal or 
any straining. Early in the morning 
when it is cool is a good time to start 
operations. 

There are several common tenden- 
cies on the part of the growing foot 
that should be looked after. In the 
first.place the feet should be kept ab- 
solutely level. Naturaliy the inside 
toe is a little bit smaller and for that 
reason less trimming should be done 
on it than on the outside toe. Toes 
should be trimmed just as close as pos- 
sibse without drawing blood. Nature 
has provided against this by providing 
a white layer of tissue between the 
bone and the portion that contains the 
blood vessels. For that reason the 
rougher part of the hoof can be taken 
-off with a knife or nippers and the fin- 
ishing touches put on with the rasp. 
You hear the expression, “cutting 
down to the quick,’ which simply 
means that you should cut down to 
as near the meaty portion as possible 


without drawing blood. By using a 
combination of knife, nippers and rasp 
you can cut down as near the meaty 
portion as is desired. 

If the animal is pigeon toed, trim 
the outside toe the lowest in order 
to throw this toe over toward the out- 
side. Trim all off the inside toe but 
not on the bottom. This will have a 
tendency to reshape the toes and 
make them appear straight. The idea 
to keep in mind in trimming the pig- 
eon toe is to throw the bulk of the 
weight to the outside toe and to trim 
the inside toe to make the two toes 
appear straight. In spreading toes the 
hoof should be kept short all around 


and the inside of the toes trimmed the 


shortest. 
Avoid Too Much Flesh 


So jar as feeding is concerned the 
same rations should be employe as 
recommended in the first article and 
the main things to keep in m*:1d are 
that the animal’s bowels are kept in 
a laxative condition and that the ani- 
mal is not getting: too fat. It is im- 
possible to take eight, ten or twelve 
animals and put them in the same lot, 
and feed the same ration, and expect 
each one of them to put on the same 
growth. Some animals put on fat 
quicker than others and for that rea- 
son it is a good idea to keep a thorough 
watch of the herd and as soon as any 
animal shows a tendency towards lay- 
ing on flesh too quick, separate it 
from the rest of the bunch and change 
its ration to such feeds that do not 
contain so much fattening elements. 


TWENTY-ONE 

It should be borne in mind ‘that the 
animals should carry about the same 
mount of flesh at show time in order 
to show uniform finish and type. Too 
much flesh affects not only the type 


' of the animal and makes it appear not 


on.y over done and appear ready for 
the meat barrel, but it affects the style 
and carriage of the animal and makes 
it appear loggy. Many animals that 
have become too fat have proved to 
be non-breeders because too many 
layers of fat accumulated around the 
reproductive organs.

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an essential part of fitting as is the 
feeding of the herd. The young pigs 
up to the junior yearling class usually 
exercise enough unless possibly some 
times the boars do not exercise quite 
enough. The exercising hardens the 
animal and also develops the stride 
and carriage of the animal and has a 
tendency to keep the animal from be- 
coming soft and podgy and also 
stretches out the animal. 

Exercise is very essential for the 
boars. If the boar is not exercising as 
much as he should in his lot, he should 
be started out with a quarter mile 
wa-k and back on the road, allowing 
him his time, letting him pick grass as 
he goes along, but at the same time 


moving fast enough to cover the re- 


quired distance. It is just as import- 
ant to have a boar in working condi- 
tion by the time of the Show circuit 
opens as it is to have a horse in work 
ing order by the time the season opens 
in the spring. This walk should be 
taken in the morning, preferably be- 
fore feeding. It is cooler at this time 
of the day, the blood will be put 
thoroughly in circulation, the bowels 
thoroughly emptied, and the boar wiil 
relish his feed, and consume enough 
to make his proper growth and de- 
velopment. iar 


There is another important essen- 
tial in connection with exercising and 
that is that it gives you an opportunity 
to teach the animal how to carry it- 
self. In exercising an animal it is 
well to have either a cane or whip by

which the animal is guided. Touching 
the animal in certain ways with the 
cane or whip will indicate whether or 
not you want the animal to stop, pose, 
turn to the right or to the left. Dur- 
ing exercising special attention shouid 
be given to the proper carriage of the 
animal, seeing that it walks away with 
the proper stride and speed and that 
it carries its body stylishly. At this 
time you have a chance to study your 
animal, to find its weakness which 
you should try to correct before Show 
time. Very often by posing the ani- 
mal properly the good points of the 
animal ’show up so well that the weak- 
er points are over shadowed. 


After the animal has exercised and 
has had its feed it wants to be made 
comfortable, and this can not be done 
in a lot that contains neither shade 
nor water available at all times for 
the comfort of your animals. 


Keep Down Expenses with Equipment 


At this time it is well to prepare 
not only your show herd but to pre- 
pare your equipment as well, espe- 
cially if you expect to make several 
Shows. It must be borne in mind, if 
you would cut the expenses of show- 


ing, that you want as little help as pos- 


sible and also that everything must he 
done as conveniently as_ possible. 
While most Fair managements try to 
make everything as convenient as pos- 
sible for the exhibitor, there are many

Those of us whose business it is to 
try and interest farmers in buying 
registered Duroc Jerseys have always 
felt that we had a commodity to sell of 
which we could give facts relative to 
its value that could not be disputed, 
to the farmer who was operating from 
40 to 320 acres of Illinois land as a 
general livestock farm, raising hogs, 
cattle, horses, sheep and poultry in ad- 
dition to his grain and grass crop. 

The writer has always contended 
that a herd of registered Duroc Jerseys 
could be maintained profitably on any 
farm in proportion to the size of the 
farm, but I have always felt that when 
a herd had reached 400 head that was 
about the maximum for profitable op- 
eration at one plant, and on this ac- 
count no doubt many farmers who are 
not contented with this size of opera- 
tion have really been discouraged from 
entering into the business or have 
hesitated at least to enter into the 
business. I have always felt that larg- 
er herds could be maintained profit- 
ably but no one had ever done the 
thing. 

During the last two years three men 
in Illinois who were used to doing big 
business have entered the business in 
a large way and June 7th and 8th I 
had the privilege of inspecting their 
farms and herds and I wish to say 
that I was pleasantly surprised. The 
farms referred to are Wilco Farm at 
Willisville, Fasig Farm, Inc., at Jones- 
boro, and Funk Farm, Bloomington, 
Tl. 

Wilco Farms 

I first visited the Wilco farm which 
is under the management of Mr. Hale. 
The farm comprises 4000 acres, sut- 
rounds the village of Willisville about 
seventy miles southeast of St. 
Louis. The production of certified 
milk for St. Louis trade was the orig- 
inal large business on this farm, but 
the dairy herd has been greatly re- 
duced until now the raising of regis- 
tered Duroc Jerseys is the large end of 
the operations, although one of the 
best herds of registered Holstein cat- 
tle is being maintained as is evidenced 
by phenomenal production records re- 
cently made in their barns.

Can Durocs Be Produced Successfully 


In Large Numbers? 


By J. R. Pfander, Secretary National Record Association 


A story of a successful orperator of Illinois’ 
three largest herds, making the largest trio 
of pure bred farms of any state in the Union 


they produce good milk as I had the 
pleasure of drinking a full pint within 
a few minutes after it had been milked 
from one of the great cows on Official 
test. The government official was 
right in the stall while the milking 
was being done and took the milk and 
weighed it himself, then it went 
through a lot of machinery and came 
out in a bottle corked, sealed and ice 
cold, the best drink I ever had in my 
life. I did not intend to write a prohi- 
bition article, so back to hogs. 300 
acres of this farm is set apart for the 
Durocs. It is all fenced and cross 
fenced in a way to make the fields 
the most available for raising of forage 
crops to pasture the hogs. They have 
a wonderful supply of water, furnished 
by the pumping stations from their 
coal mines. By the way, Mr. Hale in- 
vited me to go down in the mines and 
go back under ground two miles, but 
this invitation I declined very forcibly 
as there are lots of things I want to 
see but I have never desired to go that 
direction. Formerly large numbers 
of grade hogs were raised on this 
farm but now their entire effort is de- 
voted to purebred Durocs. In addition 
to the splendid arrangement of lots 
and pastures where alfalfa, sweet clov- 
er, rape, rye, cow peas, oats and blue 
grass are raised, they have substantial 
hog houses well arranged. In fact, I 
do not believe I ever saw a more prac- 
tical large hog house than their new 
barn which is 360 feet long of the 
Iowa sunlit type constructed of hollow 
tile with 96 pens 7x11. The pens are 
so constructed that any number of par- 
titions may easily be removed, making 
it possible to throw the entire house 
into two rooms. The house is rather 
in two units with a fed barn and sale 
place in the center. They have an- 
other substantial barn that will accom- 
modate a large number of sows in 
addition to individual houses. Any 
one contemplating the erection of a 
large hog house should see this house. 
This spring they had about 75 sows 
farrow up to the latter part of April 
and at the close of the farrowing sea- 
son they had alive an average of 7% 
pigs to the sow which I consider re- 


markable for the number of SOWS. 
They are increasing the number cf 
sows and expect to have more than 100 
litters next spring. Now as to the 
quality of the Durocs. One would not 
expect to see every animal what you 
would consider a show prospect in a 
herd so large, in fact one does not see 
every animal a first class one in any 
herd no difference how small the herd 
is, but they have a splendid lot of 
spring pigs on the farm and one litter 
out of the sow Nazimova, the Junior 
Champion of Illinois last year and 
sired by the Imperial Orion consisting 
of five gilts and three boars, you will 
find one of the best litters of pigs you 
ever saw. ‘There are pigs in this litter 
that are unusually promising. I pre- 
dict a great herd boar will be devel- 
oped from this litter. While on this 
litter I want to mention the dam. She 
was a good show gilt last fall and has 
raised a wonderful litter of pigs and is 
making wonderful development which 
is very gratifying indeed as some 
people say that good show sows are 
not the best kind of producers and 
mothers. This gilt absolutely proves 
that a good show sow can be the best 
of a producer. I would advise those 
who intended to show in the senior 
class this fall to keep Nazimova in 
mind. I cannot pronounce or remem- 
ber her name but you will remember 
the sow after seeing her. She is only 
one of the splendid individuals in this 
herd as the tops of Van Meters, Dod- 
sons and Beaconsfield bred sow sales 
last winter are in this herd. As herd 
boars they are using a son of Path- 
finder out of a Disturber of Idlewild 
dam, a son of Woodford Sensation, out 
of Defender dam, a grand son of path- 
finder out of an Orion Cherry King 
dam and a son of Sensational Defender 
out of a line bred Defender dam. I 
can see no reason why Wilco Farm 
cannot be one of the best known Duroc 
producing establishments in the whole 
country.

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CankarmersAffordPureBred Sows? 


By W. V. Gousseff, Secretary Illinois Duroc ,Association 


At this particular time the swine 
situation is such that we may 
say the market is in the hands of the 
buyer so far as brood sows are con- 
cerned and especially pure bred sows. 
However, very soon the opposite will 
be true and as soon as that condition 
manifests itself, the market will be in 
the hands of the seller. At present 
pure bred sows carrying litters for fall 
farrow are selling at a price so low 
that we will not see that condition 
agein for many years. 

Such being the case, farmers can 
well afford to buy pure bred sows now 
and build a pork producing foundation 
on their farm such as they have never 
had before. And the great advantage so 
far as the farmer is concerned is that 
their sows can be bought at practically 
pork prices or very little above. How- 
eyer, the opposite condition will_/pre- 
vail as farrowing time approaches. By 
March fifteenth farmers will pay the 
same for scrub, nondescript sows as 
they can buy pure bred proven sows at 
the present. 

We hear and read much about pure 
bred or pedigreed stock. Just what 
is it? Let it be said when you pur- 
chase a pure bred animal you buy two 
things, just as in purchasing land. In 
purchasing land you first acquaint 
yourself with the land to see if it is 
productive and if it meets your require- 
ments. So also in purchasing a brood 
sow. (Next you want a clear title or 
abstract of the land. So it is with a 
pure bred sow. Her pedigree, record- 
ed, is her clear title which entitles her 
to be called a pure bred registered sow 
and the pedigree is simply a history of 
her ancestory, just as the abstract is 
the history of the various transactions 
in connection with a piece of land 
which brought down to date gives you 
a clear title to the property and in- 
sures you that you are getting the 
product you bargained for. So much 
for the pedigree. 


Just why a pure bred sow with a 
clear title or pedigree as your land has, 
is safer and has less uncertainty con- 


nected with it than a common 
scrub or grade sow can best be 
explained by the following  illus- 


tration using dairy cows to make 
it clearer. If you had the choice 
of a calf from two groups, one look- 
ing like Jerseys, uniform in size and 
color, and the other showing Holstein, 
Brown Swiss and Short Horn char- 
acteristics, all from cows that give 
about the same amount of milk, which 
would you choose? You would choose 
the calf from the uniform herd because 
you would feel there was less gamble 


as to the outcome, In other words, 
what chances are you taking if you 
select the scrub or grade calf or sow. 

We will grant that the scrub calf’s 
mother was a good milker. She would 
probably tell the calf to be a good dairy 
cow. Possibly the calf’s grandmother 
was a beef animal, so she would influ- 
ence the calf to be a beef animal. Then 
again the calf’s great grandmother 
was neither a dairy nor a beef animal 
with nothing to recommend her ex- 
cept that she is just a cow. Her influ- 
ence would be to just rest and do 
nothing. There you have that ca'f 
trying to cater to three influences all 
pulling in the opposite direction. How 
does the calf know what to do? It 
would follow the easiest way and that 
is to rest and do nothing. There 
is the uncertainty and speculation at- 
tached to the animal of unknown an- 
cestry or that can not furnish a clear 
title for its existence. The same thing 
is true with the mongrel brood sow 
and her litter. 

Again, the farmers of Illinois in se- 
lecting seed corn are not satisfied with 
mongrel or mixed corn. They want 
pure seed. Why? Because they 
know there is less uncertainty or 
gambling about its outcome. With 
land valued at high prices, with taxes 
high and interest rates above normal 
and with poor markets for the present 
crop the farmer must be conservative 
and by being so he is pursuing the 
right course. And no better way can 
he take the uncertainty out of his pork 
business than by laying in pure bred 
brood sows. Within himself he knows 
he should have them. He knows they 
are an improvement over the stock of 
years gone by just as the self binder is 
ever the old reap hook. Perhaps the 
prices have been high for sows in the 
past, but at the present readjustment 
prices of pure bred brood sows for 
pork production are within the reach 
of every farmer producing pork. 

Further the Illinois farmer must use 
a diversified system of farming if he 
would make the most of his opportunity 
He cannot place all the eggs in one 
basket. He must have grain, forage 
and livestock all on one farm, to insure 
an income and the pure bred sow of 
tried ancestory will stand by him at 
this time when she is available at 
practically his own price. 

No better argument need be used 
than the following statement from the 
buyer of one of our largest pork con- 
cerns who stated that a uniform col- 
ored load of hogs and of uniform type 
on good feet and legs driving down 
the alley in the stock yards is always 


in demand. 

Kinsey and Son of Sherrard, Illinois, 
demonstrated the value of pure bred 
sews over grades in the feed lot bought 
to good advantage this winter. Run- 
ning together in the same lots, fed the 
same feed and given the same feed, 
pigs from the pure bred Duroc sows 
weighed twenty-five pounds per head 
more at marketing time than did the 
grades. The pork barrel tells the 
story; Armour and Swift pay cash for 
good pork three hundred days out of 
the year. The brood sow market at 
present is in the buyers’ hands and he 
can take the uncertainty out of his 
pork business this coming year by lay- 
ing in a good supply of pure bred brood 
sows, turning the pigs on alfalfa, clov- 
er or rape and hogging off a field of 
corn. Never again will such an op- 
portunity be afforded the pork produc- 
ers to entrench themselves in profit- 
able pork production as the pure bred 
business is offering today. 
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The other day I met a good farmer 
who said he had worn out a good pair 
of elephant hide shoes walking to the 
mail box each day expecting to re- 
ceive the pedigree on that registered 
sow he bought last January. Verily, 
Patience is a virtue.

Exhibition of the right kind of hogs 
does more to convince the farmer of 
the advantages of pure breds than any 
other thing. A well grown out hog 
properly fitted can talk louder and 
more effectively than advertising or a 
flock of leather lunged auctioneers 
can.

to tha old stand by of corn which is the 
big crop in the hog section and they 
are supplementing this crop with some 
pastures of clover, alfalfa and rape. 
Together with this they are feeding 
some oats and by doing so are taking 
the product they raise on their farm, 
putting it into their live stock, return- 
ing some of it in the form of fertilizer 
and are putting the rest of it on the 
market on hoof; thereby taking the 
profit themselves on the grain they 
have raised and the grain they sold to 
themselves for live stock. These men 
appreciate the fact that 85% of the 
cost of pork production is in the feed 


and that they prefer to give the feed 
profit to themselves. 
Trimming Feet 

In my travels over the state I no- 
ticed one herd where a number of the 
hogs were lame. ‘Two or three were 
rejected when shipped to the market 
The herd boar was hobbling around on 
three legs and some of the good brood 
sows were barely able to limp around 
the fields of clover and flush them- 
selves in shape for the breeding season 

Not far from this same herd I saw 
the boys doing the rainy day job and 
instead of cussing old man rheumatism 
for picking on their hogs, they were 
going through the herd trimming the 
toes of the sows and boars that needed 
it in order that they may forage Over 
the farm and do that thing that Durocs 
are noted for, making cheap gains by 
rustling through the clover fields for 
feed. i 

Regarding Advertising : 

It is certainly gratifying as you get 
out in the field leaning up against the 
self feeder or sitting under a shade 
tree in the breeder’s yard and hearing

At this time of the year when bred 
sows are being offered at public sale 
and private treaty it might be well 
to stop and ponder a moment to deter- 
mine whether or not such sows would 
be a good investment. In the first 
place we find that August and Septem- 
ber usually offer pretty good prices 
for finished market hogs. When we 
consider the present corn market we 
find that present indications point to 
an outstandingly large crop. Recent- 
ly a party from Nebraska made the 
statement that they bought corn out 
there at 29c per bushel and that indi- 
cations looked as though they would

JACKSON COUNTY HOLDS 
INTERESTING MEETING 


Jackson county is the latest recruit 
to join the growing list of County 
Duroc Associations in the state. The 
officers of this association are as fol- 
lows: Fred @G. Bierer, Murphysboro, 
President; Emmett H. Roberts, Vice- 
President; Frank A. Easterly, Carbon- 
dale, Secretary and Treasurer; H. A. 
Gilbert, Murphysboro and J. D. Smith, 
directors. 

On the evening following the Fasig 
sale forty farmers and breeders inter- 
ested in raising swine met at the city 
hall at Murphysboro at the invitation 
of the Jackson County Duroc Associa- 
tion. Fred Bierer presided and called 
upon the following speakers. 


R. L. Comer of the Duroc Bulletin 
impressed upon his hearers the neces- 
sity of beginning right by using only 
good seed stock and by counciling 
with men of experience and not rely too 
much on any particular blood line as 
there are good individuals in all fam- 
ilies. 

H. F. Peterson of Wataga pleaded 
for a more careful management of the 
stock and to have a definite program 
of endeavor for the year of 1921. 

J. J. Doerschuk, County Adviser for 
Union county, mentioned the fact that 
Union county now produces peaches 
and Durocs recognized the world over. 
He brought out the fact that people of 
Union county do not appreciate the 
possibilities that they have so far as 
swine growing is concerned and al- 
though they produced one _ million 
bushels of corn, not all of it was fed 
up. Since Union county is a natural 
stock county providing shade and wat- 
er in its natural state and that all 
kinds of clovers can be grown, makes 
it an ideal hog raising country. 

Prof. W. H. Smith of the University 
of [Illinois spoke on the shortage of 
hogs and the necessity of combining 
livestock with any system of farming, 
and mentioned how he had seen herds 
of hogs in the country known as 
“Heypt” raised on alfalfa which at 
weaning time weighed 846 pounds for 
twenty-one head. 

County Adviser Thomas of Jackson 
county spoke on the need of more pure 
bred live stock in that section and 
mentioned the success they were hav- 
ing with democrat corn. 

W. V. Gousseff spoke in behalf of the 
state association and commented on 
the fact that over half of the Fasig sale 
offering remained in Jackson county 
and a large share of the remainder in 
Union county, the two organized coun- 
ties in that section of the state, show- 
ing that organization and demand for 
Duroecs go hand in hand. He also 
asked that in order that the on coming 
generations may be interested in pure 
bred livestock that they be given some

pure bred Durocs in order that they 
may develop herds.

Record Association gave a very inter- 
esting talk on recording Durocs and 
of the work that the National Duroc 
Record Association is doing.

There 
will be over $400.00 in premiums in 
the Duroc class, which will be as com- 
plete as any State Fair has. The com- 
petition will be open to all breeders 
of purebred Duroc-Jersey hogs. 

There are a lot of good herds being 
built up in Cook county. EK. Mc- 
Claughrey, of Palos Park, has a couple 
of outstanding litters by a Sensation 
boar; Edgar Fogg of Norwood Park, 
has a couple of very growthy litters by 
Masterpiece, the Bertley Farms boar; 
L. F. Rau of West Pullman, has a won- 
derful bunch of Orion Cherry King 
bred spring pigs. Bertley Farms has 
the best bunch of spring pigs they 
have ever raised, sired by Masterpiece, 
Model Sensation, and Bertley Orion 
Cherry King. They have been ship- 
ping boars and sows all over the coun- 
try, an outstanding boar recently going 
to a new breeder in Pennsylvania, and 
a couple of others to breeders in New 
York state. 

Cook county is making fast progress 
and is rapidly becoming one of the 
prominent Duroc counties in Illinois. 


LA SALLE COUNTY BREEDERS 
COME OUT AGAINST 
BY-BIDDING 


Late in May the Duroc breeders in 
La Salle county organized a County 
Duroc Association in order that they 
may link themselves closer together to 
build up the Duroc business in their 
respective communities. In this 
meeting H. W. Watts of Leland was 
elected President; J. A. Yokum of 
Grand Ridge, Vice-President; J. V.

At this meeting Prof. John B. Rice 
of the University of Illinois and W: V.

At this meeting the breeders 
went on record to furnish a recorded 
pedigree for animals sold in their 
county sales and also voted to expel 
and fine any members by-bidding on 
any animal that he consigned to the 
county sales.

At this meeting plans were discussed 
to build up the membership of the or- 
ganization, to carry on Pig Club work 
and to provide publicity for Durocs © 
and later to have a county sale. 


LOGAN COUNTY BUILDING 
MANY NEW HERDS 


The downward trend that has been 
given considerable publicity recently 
has apparently failed to effect ad- 
versely Duroc interests in Logan coun- 
ty but seems to have given a new im- 
petus to breeders causing them to use 
greater efforts in the production of 
the big type hog. For several years 
the Duroc has dominated the hog inter- 
ests of the county, as the wonderful 
exhibits we have been able to make 
at the Atlanta Fair, considered by com- 
petent judges as ranking with those of 
the State Fairs; and the preponder- 
ance of the red hogs found in just 
about every shipment going out from 
the various railroad stations of the 
county, give amp.e evidence. 

Yet it must be admitted that as 
breeders we have just awakened to 
the possibilities of the big type and 
the wonderful success that goes with 
the production of it. On a recent hur- 
ried visit to Maxmeadows our Nation- 
al Secretary, Mr. J. R. Pfander and 
that great enthusiast and successful 
breeder, A. Y. Bartholomew, in look- 
ing over some pigs remarked, “That 
is a splendid litter and the pigs are 
big enough.” How those words, espe- 
cially the latter ones, delighted my 
soul as it is the first time from real 
judges that I had been permitted to 
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FORAGE VS. DRY LOT FOR PIGS 


John B. Rice and R. J. Laible, Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

Pigs (226 head) that were seliied 
corn and tankage on pastures made 
about the same gains as pigs in the 
dry lot, but they required less feed to 
make the gain. The forage-fed pigs 
consumed 352 pounds of corn and 28 
pounds of tankage for each 100 pounds 
of gain made while the pigs fed in 
the dry lot required 375 pounds of 
cori. and 47 pounds of tankage ior 
the same gain. 

To produce the same gain pigs in 
dry lot required 11 per cent. more 
feed than did pigs o1 forage. It 
should be noted that 6 1-2 per cent. 
more corn and 68 per cent more tani 
age was required in dry lot to pro- 
duce the same gain. 

In growing the pigs on pasture ap- 
-proximately 160 pounds of gain were 
produced per pig. About 15 pigs were 
pastured on each acre. On this bas- 
is. with corn at $56 per bushel and 
tankage $60 per ton, the pasture was 
worth $19.20 per acre in addition to 
the one-half crop of hay produced on 
the alfalfa and clover forage. Pas- 
ture does not pay big returns in the 
grain saved but it does aid materially 
in maintaining vigor. thrift and 
health of pigs.

ABOUT FEEDING SEMI- 
SOLID BUTTERMILK 


During the last few years semi-solid 
buttermilk has become a very popular 
feed with breeders since it is difficult 
to secure milk in sufficient quantities 
on many farms. Some are questioning 
the cost of this feed as compared to 
others which they may be using. Our 
division of Animal Nutrition has found 
that semi-solid buttermilk contains 

312 as much solids as ordinary but- 
termilk. When this condensed milk 
costs us 3.5 cents per pound we are 
paying a price of $1.09 per one hun- 
dred pounds for ordinary buttermilk. 
When tankage costs $60 per ton or- 
dinary buttermilk is worth about $.30 
per one hundred pounds. When semi- 
solid buttermilk costs as stated above 
and is fed at the rate of one to one 
and one-half pounds per pig daily, the 
costs of gains are increased about 
$1.50 per one hundred pounds.

OATS VS. WHEAT MID- 


DLINGS OR SHORTS 


Our experimental work shows that 
eats are equally valuable with stand- 
ard wheat middlings, or shorts, in the 
growing of pigs. We think of oats as 
expensive feed for producing pork 
when it is compared with corn unless 
they are less than one-half the price 
of corn per bushel. But as a feed to 
be used in place of middlings in a ra- 
tion of corn and tankage or corn and 
skim-milk, they may not be thot of as 
an expensive feed. White or flour 
middlings are more valuable than 
standard middlings. They are as val- 
uable as corn pound for pound, where- 
as shoris or oats are seventy to eighty- 
five percent as valuable as corn for 
producing gains. 


The objection is sometimes made 
that oats reduce the rate of gain, since 
ther are so bulky. They are of about 
the same bulk and contain about the 
same amount of crude fiber as the 
middlings which we buy now. When 
they are used to the extent of 10 to 
25 per cent of the ration, it is possible 
to increase the consuming and gaining 
ability of a corn and tankage ration 
from 10 to 15 percent. Oats are a farm 
grown feed and are cheaper than mid- 
dlings for most of us. Most breeders 
would have better bone and muscular 
development on their pigs in the fall if 
they replaced a part of the corn in 
the pig’s ration with oats. 


HANDLING THE BROOD SOW 
DURING THE SUMMER 


As much pasture as possible should 
be made use of by the brood sows that 
are being carried thru the summer. 
The sows have the capacity to handl¢ 
larger quantities of the rougher feeds 
than the pigs and can maintain thei: 
weight with some grain oF pasture 
alone. Mature sows should go thru 
the summer in good shape with one 
pound of corn for each 100 pounds of 
weight daily, and good pasture. The 
yearling sows that are being develup- 
ed can be fed in addition to this 
amount of grain, a little tankage and 
oats or shorts, and get the growth that 
should be secured at that age. It is 
difficult to get this growth at a later 
date. 


DISTRIBUTION OF COSTS 
IN PORK PRODUCTION 


As an average of the five years 
1913-1917, Mr. H. C. M. Case, former- 
ly of our department of farm manage- 
ment, found the following distribution 
of costs in the raising of hogs on Illi- 
nois farms:

These results included the produc- 
tion of 645,892 pounds of pork or the 
equivalent of 3,229 200-pound hogs. 


One of the reasons that hogs can be 
so profitably grown on our corn-belt 
farms is because feed makes up the 
greater share of the expense. The 
fact is also pointed out here that in 
feeding we have the greatest oppor- 
tunity for effecting a saving in produc- 
tion. 

The largest amount of labor was 
used on farms raising more fall and 
early spring pigs. Less labor was re- 
quired where forage crops were used 
and where the farmer raised the larg- 
er number of hogs. 


Another point which was brot out 
in this cost accounting work was the 
fact that, on the average, pork was 
produced cheaper on farms that used 
the better pasture crops. Where al- 
falfa, clover or rape was used, pork 
was produced at a lower cost than 
where bluegrass or timothy was pas- 
tured. 


MONEY VALUE OF SKIM MILK 


The money value of skim milk, com- 
pared with corn at various prices, pro- 
vided not over 1 fo 3 Ibs. of milk is 
fed with each pound of corn, is shown 
in the following table, derived from 
the studies of the senior author.

Those familiar with this feeding 
stuff and its worth for bone and 
muscle building know that in many 
cases, especially for young pigs and 
brood sows, its value is even higher 
than stated—Henry’s Feeds & Feed- 
ing. 


HOW TO FEED OATS 


Old sows eat dry oats quite well 
when scattered over the ground, but 
it is necessary to prepare them some- 
what for pigs. Oats are more palat- 
able and can be fed to pigs better 
when they are ground and fed in the 
slop or the self-feeder. Some go to 
the trouble of sifting out the hulls for 
them. We have found at the station 
that sows and pigs relish scalded oats 
better fhan in any other form. We 
heat the water in an old kettle in the 
evening and pour it over the oats. By 
morning the oats have swelled and 
softened so that the sows and pigs 
relish them when scattered along the 
trough as well as they do any of the 
other feeds used. 


KEEPING ALFALFA 
PASTURE FRESH 


Alfalfa is our best forage crop for 
pigs. It furnishes an abundance of 
growth during the whole season. By 
cutting alfalfa that is being pastured 
in June and again in August, fresh for- 
age can be kept before the pigs all the 
time. ‘There is no pasture crop that 
experimentally has given as-good re- 
sults with pigs as alfalfa. 


COST OF FEED FORA 
FIFTY-POUND PIG 


The work of Nabraska station on 
the cost of producing a fifty-pound pig 
would show that pigs produced from 
young sows have a feed cost, at pres- 
ent prices of feeds, of about $3.25, and 
from old sows, of $4.25. This includes 
all of the feed cost of the sow from 
breeding time until the pigs were 


weaned, and all of the feed eaten by. 


the pigs. Gains made by the sows 
‘were accredited the pigs. The young 
sows made nearly twice as much gain 
as the old sows. Their work involved 
the use of fifty young sows and thirty- 
seven old sows in two different years. 
In making these calculations the sows 
were averaged to five pigs per sow. 
Jn the work of the station their sows 
had an average somewhat better than 
EHISs. | 

Charges other than feed for the pro- 
duction of young pigs is higher than 
with the entire cost of production. 


This would indicate that under good 
average conditions, fifty-pound pigs 
had a total cost of $8 to $12 per one 
hundred pounds with feeds at prevail- 
ing prices of this spring. 


PROPER PROPORTIONS © 
OF MILK TO GRAIN 


Skim milk and buttermilk are too 
watery and also too rich in protein to 
produce economical gains when fed 
alone. They should therefore always 
be fed with the cereals or such carbon- 
aceous concentrates as hominy feed. 
The proportion of skim milk or butter- 
milk to be fed with corn or other grain 
will depend first on the age of the 
pigs and next on the relative price of 
the feeds. After sufficient milk has 
been supplied to balance the ration, 
any addition will not increase the rate 
of gain and may even lower it if too 
much is fed. 

Just after weaning 4 to 6 Ibs. of 
skim milk to each pound of corn will 
ibe sufficient to make maximum gains 
with pigs in a dry lot. As they grow 
older the proportion of skim milk or 
buttermilk needed to balance the ra- 
tion decreases as follows: 

Pigs weighing 50-100 Ibs., 3 Ibs. milk 
to 1 lb. corn; pigs weighing 100-150 
Ibs., 2-2.5 milk to 1 lb. corn; pigs 
weighing 150-200 lbs. or over, 1.5-20 
Ibs. or less. Pigs on such pasture as 
alfalfa, clover or rape need less milk 
to balance the ration. 

Considerably more milk may be fed 
than is here stated with satisfactory 
results when a surplus is at hand; tho 
it will not have so high a value per 100 
lbs. as when only sufficient is fed to 
balance the ration. This is shown in 
trials by the senior author at the Wis- 
consin Station in which a total of 88 
pigs, usually weighing 100 Ibs. or over, 
were fed different proportions of skim 
milk and corn meal. When 1 to 3 Ibs. 
of skim milk was fed to 1 1b. of corn, 
327 Ibs. of milk saved 100 lbs of corn. 
However, with 3 to 5 lbs. of milk for 
each pound of corn it required 446 
lbs. of milk to save’100 Ibs. of corn; 
and with 5 to 7 Ibs. of milk per pound 
of corn, 574 lbs.—Henry’s Feeds and 
Feeding. 


CARE OF RAPE PASTURE 


Rape pasture may be used until af- 
ter frost if it is not kept eaten down 
too closely in the summer. By letting 
it get a growth during the early part 
of the summer and not be eaten down 
to the stubs it will come thru the dry 
months of July and August and furnish 
much feed in September and October. 
As many pigs may be pastured on rape 
as on alfalfa or clover and more than 
on bluegrass. 


FEEDING GRAIN ON PASTURE 


With corn as cheap as it is this sum- 
mer greater economy of production 


can be secured by its liberal use. The 
fact that pigs are being fed a full grain 
ration on pasture need some protein 
supplement to produce the cheapest 
gains should not be forgotten. About 
one-half as much high protein feed in 
the form of milk, tankage, or oilmeal 
need be fed full-fed pigs on pasture 
as pigs in the dry lot.

TRANSPORTATION AND 
CARE ON SHOW GROUNDS, 
AND ADVERTISING 


In the previous articles we have se- 
lected our herd and have them fitted 
ready for the Show. It is now time to 
ship to the first Show. There are a 
number of things that come up regard- 
ing proper transportation which may 
have much bearing upon the success of 
the Show Herd. 

In transporting the Show Herd from 
the farm to the Show grounds, and 
then from ‘Show to Show, it is well to 
keep in mind the following fundamen- 
tal facts: first, be efficiently econo- 
mical in your expenses; second, 
“safety first’? should be kept in mind 
in fixing up your car; third, fit your 
car in such a way that little space be 
wasted; that your herd has ample 
room for comfort and is not crowded; 
and that everything is as conveniently 
located as possible; fourth, in starting 
out, be prepared for long trips or long 
delays in order that you will arrive at 
the Show grounds free from worry be- 
cause of want of feed or water, and 
make sure that you are billed out prop- 
erly. 

Selection of Car 


The first question that must be giv- 
en consideration is the kind of car 
that you will order. Do not use a 
stock car but order a box car. Do not 
make the mistake of thinking that a 
stock car is better for the herd be- 
cause cold drafts will effect the ani- 
mals and rains will wet them with the 
result that they catch cold and are up- 
set for several days. 

It is preferable to have your own car 
if you are showing eight or more ani- 
mals, even though you show at only 
one fair. Nothing less than a forty 
foot car is preferable. In case that 
you are making an extended trip and 
are making a circuit with a full herd, 
a palace car is preferable. The cost 
may be a little bit more but such a zar 
has many advantages over the ordin- 
ary box car. 

Partitioning Sows 

After the car is ordered and. ar- 
rangements are made to have it spot: 
ted at the loading station at a certain 
hour, the next thing is to get the di 
mension of the car in order that par- 
titions may be built. All partitions 


that will be needed should be built be- 
fore the herd is loaded and should be 
nailed together and cleated ready to 
fasten partitions as fast as animals 
are loaded. A definite plan should be 
pursued in loading. 


Sows should be loaded at one end of 
the car up to the door. It will be re- 
called in a previous article mention 
was made of training the sow herd to 
be together. This is important since 
the sows must be placed together in 
the car and if they know each other 
there will be no torn ears and lost 
tails. 

The partition used to keep these 
sows in should be made the width of 
the car 3 ft. high and 2x4’s should first 
be nailed up and down on the side of 
the car in order that the partition may 
be nailed to them after the sows are 
loaded. 

Building Partitions 


‘Each boar should be put in a pen by 
himself, and as fast as a boar is load- 
ed a partition should be put up. The 
partitions should be made the width 
of the car and three feet high and 
built as follows: 

Keep in mind in building these par- 
titions that they should be construct- 
ed in such a way that they can be 
taken down and replaced, since the 
same car will be used in going to 
the next show or the return home; 
hence the partitions want to be built 
strong and on the removable type. 

It is a good plan to build these par- 
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titions of 1x1 wides allowing not over 
2 inches space between them for air 
circulation, and not over 8 ft. high. 
This partition should be held together 
by 3, 1x6’s, one placed in the middle 
and one about 6 to 8 inches from the 
end. One 2x4 should be nailed up and 
down on the side of the car and the 
second one placed on the other side of 
the partition after the hog is loaded. 
It is well to take a 2x4 twelve inches 
long and nail it on the floor on both 
sides of the partition to keep the puree 
out of the partition. 


After the hog is loaded it is well to 
take a spike and drive it in on the top 
corner of the partition just enough 
that the hog cannot lift the partition 
with his nose. Such a permanent par- 
tition, will stand the shocks of the 
train and can easily be removed by 
simply pulling the two spikes placed 
at the two top corners of the partition. 

Bill Out Correctly 


When the herd is about half-loaded 
the man that is to carry the shipping 
contract should slip over to the freight 
house and bill out the car, so that 
when everything is loaded the car is 
billed and ready to go. If the Show is 
outside the state, a copy of the health 
certificate of each animal should be 
taken along, the agent will need this 
to attach to the way bill so that there 
will be no trouble when entering an- 
other state. Bill the car to the -fair 
grounds and be sure that the agent 
notes on the way bill and contract “Dar 
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exhibition purposes, room for feed, 
water and rest in car.” This will save 
a lot of trouble at the division points. 

On the return of the freight, no 
change of ownership having occurred, 
abd upon surrender of bill of lading or 
paid expense bill properly stamped by 
the Fair Manager certifying to its ex- 
hibition and shipment is being return- 
ed over original route, it may be re- 
turned free at owner’s risk to point of 
shipment on the line over which the 
freight was originally forwarded. 
- Usual Live Stock Contracts must be 
executed in the regular manner for 
shipments of live stock, and such ship- 
ments to be entitled to free return 
must be limited to certain valuations 
which should be inserted in this con- 
tract. ie 

All property must be returned with- 
in (10) days after close of Fair or Ex- 
position at which it has been on exhi- 
bition, otherwise full tariff rates will 
be charged. 

Partitioning Boars 

In loading the boars, the partitions 
should be placed close enough  to- 
gether so that the boar cannot turn. 
They should be alternated; placing the 
first one heading one way, the second 
heading the other way and so on. It 
is a good plan to put the boars toward 
the rear end of the car that can stand 
the heat the most. Do not make the 
partitions wider even though you have 
plenty of room, since you want them 
just narrow enough so that the boar 
can lay down comfortably but cannot 
turn. They will get plenty of exercise 
by walking forward and backing since 
they have the whole width of the car 
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in which to move. In partitioning ma- 
ture boars enough room should be al- 
lowed that they can lay on their sides. 
Feed and all supplies should be 
loaded in the door way. If you have 
an animal that is a little fretty or 
needs extra attention, special pens 
can be built for it near the door. It is 
much more desirable to partition the 
stock in the car than it is to crate 
them since. they can be partitioned 
more solidly to withstand the shocks 
of the train. The one big thing to 
keep in mind is to have your partitions 
prepared before you load. 
Loading Stock 
Now that the car is ready to re- 
ceive the stock the first thing to do is 
to load the sows. If the car is only a 
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short distance from the farm, it is pre- 
ferable to drive the sows rather than 
haul them, herding them together 
along the road. In loading the boars 
each one must be kept separate. This 
is very important for very likely if two 
of them got together they would fight 
Which would heat them up and in case 
it should be warm in the car it would 
mean the death of a boar on the way 
to the Show. 
Never Leave Car 

After the stock is loaded and sup- 
plies are put in, 2x4’s or hurdles may 
be placed across the door openings in 
order that doors may be kept open and 
more air be allowed in the car. As 
soon as the car is loaded one man 
should always stay by the car, never 
leaving. 

Always Have Water Available 

At least two barrels of water should 
be kept in the car and at least one 
barrel filled with ice. If at any time 
you run short of water, consult the 
conductor or brakeman at once. 

If water is needed when pulling into 
a division point, the man with the con- 
tract should go to the yard master’s 
office, telling him that he has a egar- 
load of valuable hogs, and is in need of 
water, explain to him that there are 
barrels in the car, and that if he will 
have the car spotted at a tap with a 
hose that the barrels can be filled and 
the car ready to go again in a few 
minutes. 


After the water question is settled, 
find out what time the train will leave, 
and if there is time, the man with the 
contract can run up town to get what- 
ever is needed to eat, leaving the fill- 
ing and watering to the man in the 
car. If at any time the car is moved 
while away from it, go to the yard of- 
fice and ask what track the car is on, 
giving the number and name of the 
road the car belongs. 


Use Sand for Bedding 


Shavings make a _ very desirable 
bedding but are hard to obtain for 
most breeders. Sand free from gravel 
makes a very desirable bedding since 
it gives the hogs footing, keeping them 
from slipping and is cool when wetted 
down. If straw is used, smooth head 
wheat straw is preferable. 

Have Car Put at Head of Train 

Before the car is put on the train 
when leaving home, try to arrange 
with the conductor to put the car in 
the head of the train, and do this with 
each yardmaster at the _ division 
points also. The nearer the car is to 
the engine the easier the hogs will 
ride, for when the car is in the head 
of the train there is not so much slack 
to be taken up when the train starts, 
which will save a lot of jerking and 
throwing around of the hogs when the 
train starts or stops. 

Some railroads do not allow a car 
loaded with hogs, nearer the engine 
than the fourth car, and again the

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Feed at Regular Feeding Periods 

While on the train the hogs should 
be given their same ration reduced a 
little but given at the regular feeding 
time. If they have been used to be- 
ing fed at five o’clock in the evening, 
feed them at five o’clock unless you 
expect to unload within a very short 
time. Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed upon the regularity of feeding 
and watering. 

The condition of the animals must 
be watched thoroughly as just a little 
bowel trouble may arise during ship- 
ping. The aged animals need special 
watching for constipation. Laxatives 
should be on hand in case they are 
needed; epsom salts are a good rem- 
edy to have on hand. 

Unloading 

Stock should be unloaded just as it 
was loaded. The same _ principles 
should be kept in mind: the sows will 
drive together but the boars must be 
kept separate. 

On arriving in town where the Show 
is to be held, one of the men should 
go out to the Show grounds, while the 
other man can get things ready to un- 
load in the meantime. It is always 
well to have plenty of available cash 
on hand if the freight has not been 
paid, but should the man in charge run 
short of cash, go to the Secretary of 
the Fair and have him arrange with 
the railroad to have the car sent out 
to the Fair grounds by having him 
guarantee the freight charges, which

be able to buy it even cheaper this 


coming year. The way it looks now, 
about the only way to get production 
cost out of this corn is to sell it to 
yourself, feed it to your livestock in 
order that they may return part of it 
to the soil to build up your farm and 
that they may sell the rest of it for 
you on hoof. 

Fall pigs come at a time when the 
farmer is not so rushed for work and 
they can be given special attention. 
The old saying that pigs will take 
care of themselves in the summer is 
not entirely true. Whether pigs are 
on hand in the winter or in the sum- 
mer they must be given attention. 
Coming through the winter they can 
be put on grass and flushed up and 
turned on some early corn for the 
August and September market which 
is-a special market as against the No- 
vember to February market, at which 
time 85 to 90 per cent of our spring 
crop must be marketed, and which is 
recognized as a lower market. lLook- 
ing at the bred sow business from this 
basis it would seem that a few good 
sows laid in at the reasonable prices 
at which they are being offered should 
prove to be a good investment to build 
up our diversified system of agricul- 
ture thus enabling us to keep from 
putting all of our eggs in one basket.

Smith, superintendent of Swine, IIli- 
nois State Fair will interest The De- 
pendable readers who anticipate show- 
ing at the great state classic: 

“In response to the first call three 
hundred pens have been requested by 
Illinois Duroc breeders for the state 
fair this year. This is ample evidence 
that Illinois will have an outstanding 
exhibit of Durocs. 

“Several questions have been com- 
ing in recently asking for information 
on exhibiting. One exhibitor writes: 
‘Can a breeder who is a member of a 
county association living in an ad- 
joining county show his hogs as a part 
of the exhibit from the first county?’ 

“This being a matter which might 
effect a number of county associations, 
I secured the following ruling from 
the State Department of Agriculture 
on this point which needs no explan- 
ation: 

“ “Beg to advise that it has been the 
ruling of this department that he can- 
not. There is nothing to hinder him 
from belonging to as many associa- 
tions as he desires but under no con- 
sideration will a breeder who lives in 
one county be permitted to show his 
animals as a part of an exhibit from 
another county.’

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origin.’ Another buyer on the same 
market expressed this view, “We 


kept figures on the arrivals and found 
that more than one-half or the receipts 


were Duroc-Jerseys.” On the Omaha 
market in 1919 the total receipts were 
3,179,116 of which number over two 
million carried a predominence of Dur- 
oc blocd. A buyer on the St. Louis 
market has this to say, “Durocs top 
all breeds.

Although Emil W. Sandel of Lin- 
coln has been breeding Durocs for 
several years it was just last year 
that he ventured down to Springfield 
with his big boar, Proud Pathfinder 
and heard everybody say, including 
the judge, that he was big enough and 
good enough to be included among the 
list of winners in one of the greatest 
shows of aged boars ever assembled. 
Emil secured some of the tops in sev- 
eral of the sales held this spring and 
is constantly fortifying himself to do 
greater and better things for the Du- 
rocs. A litter brother to Mr. Sandel’s 
boar, called Young Pathfinder Jr., is 
owned in the county by Judy & Ewing 
of Atlanta. He was Grand Champion 
at the great show at Atlanta last year 
and is a big one. 

Applegate & Hieronymus at Atlan- 
ta are building up a high class herd 
with a son of Royal Pathfinder at its 
head. J. H. Lake of Emden who has 
one of the best junior yearling sows in 
the country is using a son of Great 
Pathfinder. 

The Gardners of Beason and their 
brother-in-law, C. M. Colburn, sre ex- 
tensive Duroc men and have pigs by a 
number of leading boars. Over in the 
western part of the county, Claude 
Evans at Middletown is conspicuous 
aud somewhat alone yet his neighbors 
bought his hogs at his sale this spring 
at :¢od prices and Duroc breeders are 
becoming thick over in that section 
of the county.

end, will aid the exhibit of your stock 
materially. 


Breeders can cooperate with each 
other by helping each other unload. 
Enough help should be on hand so 
that one man can stay by the car until 
it is unloaded. After the car is un- 
loaded all doors should be fastened, 
look up the man in charge of switch- 
ing, give him the name and number of 
the car and tell him to hold it for re- 
loading. 

As soon as possible arrange the feed 
and equipment in the barn so that it 
will be handy and it will appear neat. 
After the herd is placed in the pens 
do not disturb the animals for gener- 
ally they will lie down and rest. 


Do all watering with pails, drawing 
all water fresh in order to prevent 
carrying infection to the animals. Af- 
ter watering and bedding the animals, 
and in bedding use just enough to be 
comfortable, leave them alone to rest. 

Since there is a lot to do the next 
day to get ready for the show, the men 
in charge should get to bed as soon as 
possible in order that they may get up 
early the next morning since much 
has to be done to get the herd ready 
to show.

Secretary W. J. ‘Carmichael of the 
National Swine Growers’ Association 
makes the following statement regard- 
ing the National Swine Show: 

“The National Swine Show is as- 
sured for Illinois during the next two 
years by virtue of the favorable action 
of the Illinois Legislature and Gover- 
nor Small’ upon a request for an ap- 
propriation for the National Swine 
Show. After the Appropriations Com- 
mittee of the House had failed to make 
favorable recommendation on House 
Bill 250, introduced by Representative 
McCluggage, calling for an emergen- 
cy appropriation. of $200,000.00 for a 
building for the show, the writer went 
to Springfield and made a request for 
$15,000.00 per year for managerial ex- 
penses and payment of premiums of 
the National Swine Show each year 
during the years 1921 and 1922. 

“We found the members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly rather favorably inclin- 
ed towards appropriations for the bet- 
terment of live stock in the state. In 
fact a big majority of the Senators and 
Representatives who were consulted 
were strongly in favor of granting the 
request. 

“The appropriation was secured in 
the form of,an amendment to the Om- 
nibus Bill (House bill 865), in the Sen- 
ate. The Swine Show appropriation 
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Said:

was one of two hundred and twelve 
amendments to this bill, all of which 
were adopted by the Senate. The 
House refused to concur in the entire 
group of amendments and the Dill, 
with amendments, was then referred 
to a conference committee. 

“The Committee recommended that 
the House concur in the Senate 
Amendment for the appropriation for 
the Swine Show and such action was 
taken upon the receipt of the report 
of the Conference Committee by the 
House. Although the Governor vetoed 
a great many individual items in the 
Omnibus Bill, he gave favorable con- 
sideration to the ‘Swine Show appro- 
priation in his report to the Legisla- 
ture. 

“The members of the National 
Swine Growers’ Association are grate- 
ful to the members of the Fifty-second 
General Assembly of Illinois and the 
Governor for the favorable considera- 
tion of this proposition and we feel 
certain that the money will be spent to 
the best advantage in the development 
of better hogs in Illinois, and the 
United States.

I started breeding pure-bred Duroc- 
Jersey hogs twelve years ago, but I 
did not make much progress until I 
got connected with the Farm Bureau. 
I was raising these good hogs year af- 
ter year but I was not getting out of 
them what I should have gotten for 
the kind of hogs I was selling. I was 
selling from ten to fifteen boars each 
fall to the pork producers for an aver- 
age of from $20 to $30 a head. Also 
I culled out all of my common gilts to 
sell cn the market, keeping and breed- 
ing the best ones to sell to the pork 
producers at about $10 above the pork 
price. 


However, in 1918 we got a new Farm 
Adviser, Mr. Paul Lisher, who made 
me a visit and after looking over my 
herd told me I was not getting nearly 
the money for my sows and boars that 
I should, considering the kind of hogs 
I was raising. After discussing the 
matter we decided to put on a pure- 
bred hog sale under the management 
of the Will County Farm Bureau. 
Since we did not find enough good 
Duroc-Jersey sows to make up a sale, 
we gathered in Poland Chinas, Chester 
Whites and a few Hampshires and 
held two sales during the winter and 
spring. As to the results of these 
sales the Duroc-Jerseys out-sold all 
other breeds by a big margin of $50 
a head. My 17 head of Durocs aver- 
aged $113, per head, which I thought 
was mighty good because I was not 
used to such prices. It seemed from 
then on the Duroc-Jerseys were fast 
hecoming the favorite hogs in Will 
County. In 1919 we were also handi- 
capped again by not having enough 
good Durocs to make a sale, so we had 


to take in Poland Chinas and Chester netted me advertising that could never 


Whites as we were holding two sales 
each year. We were putting in about 
40 head in each sale and again the 
same thing happened this year, name- 
ly the Duroc-Jerseys took the lead of a 
little over $120 per head over and 
above the highest average for any oth- 
er breed. My 22 head of Duroc-Jer- 
seys averaged $273 per head. 


In 1920 we held our two sales as 
usual with the Poland Chinas and 
Chester Whites. Again the Duroc- 
Jerseys out-sold all of the other breeds 
by a little over $60 per head more 
than any other breed. In 1921 we 
found we could get enough of yzood 
Duroc-Jersey sows and gilts to make 
one sale. Our Farm Adviser, Mr. 
Hedgcock got busy and organized a 
Will County Duroc-Jersey Breeders’ 
association and from this association 
we appointed a committee of three to 
select the offering of sows and uilts 
from the various breeders throughout 
the County so that we would have 
nothing but good sows and vilts and 
as uniform a lot as could be selected 
from the County. My herd of 22 Duroc 
Jersey sows and gilts averaged $118 
per head, while the sale average of 58 
Durocs was $100.65. 


I think a great deal of my success 
has come from selling my hogs plum 
on the square and also by being very 
lenient with my customers when they 
meet with a little bad luck. In sucha 
case as this I would help them out 
by either re-breeding their sows or by 
giving them another sow. And I wish 
to state that I have never yet felt that 
IT have lost any money in being so 


lenient with my customers since it has 


be bought me some of the staunchest 
supporters that any man could wish 
for. 

Now for the future of the Duroc- 
Jersey business in Will County. I 
must say that it looks good to me as 
we have a good number of young men 
just starting in to breeding Duroc- 
Jerseys. I think that we have twice 
as many Duroc-Jersey breeders today 
as any other breed of hogs. 

One of our big Chester White breed- 
ers told me only a few days ago that 
he thought very strongly of selling all 
his herd and starting to breeding Du- 
roc-Jerseys. I think that we will be 
able to get quite a number of new 
members in Wi!l County this summer 
and in looking over the hogs that the 
beginners are using, I find that one 
thing that will have to be done is to 
help the boys get better sires for their 
herds as this seems to be the hardest 
thing for a new man beginning in the 
hog breeding, and I think that the old 
breeders ought to be very careful sell- 
ing these new beginners herd boars 
because most of them do not know 
what kind of a hog they should use. 
I think that we ought to help them to 
secure the kind of a hog that they 
ought to have. (Many a new breeder 
has listened to a man that was looking 
more for the dollar than he was 
either to help his customer or the 
breeders. Nothing will discourage a 
new breeder more than to go out and 
get strung up on some high price sow 
or boar and after he has them home, 
find out that he hasn’t bought much. 
I consider that straight-forward deal- 
ing will help the breed about as much 
as anything else. 


Why Duroc Jerseys? 


By Joe Haaga, Asst. Secy. National Duroc Record Association, Peoria, Illinois 


A careful and impartial study of the 
Progress and growth, in popular favor 
among the farmers, of the various 
breeds of swine will show that Duroc- 
Jerseys have by far outstripped all 
of the other breeds. 

The unprecedented and rapid ad- 
vancement of Duroc Jerseys is all the 
more remarkable when it is borne in 
mind that this particular breed is one 
of the youngest in years. Originating 
only 75 years ago the inherent and 
forceful good qualities and character- 
istics of this breed have become so 
widely known and accepted that their 
use on American Farms is universal. 
Figures compiled by disinterested au- 
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thorities show that over 50 per cent 
of the hogs arriving at the packing 
centers of the United States are Duroc 
Jerseys and that 75 per cent of all 
the hogs marketed each year in this 
country show a predominance of 
Duroe red.

FITTING FOR THE 
RING AND SHOWING 


The showman is about ready for the 
big event which he has been anticipat- 
ing all year and within the remaining 
few days before the show and during 
the show will be determined his suc- 
cess or failure as a show man. A good 
motto to follow is a version, of a well 
known motto reading as_ follows: 
“Barly to Bed and Early to rise, work 
like Hell and Advertise.” 

It’s the preparation while on the 
show grounds that requires everyone 
on their toes and success will be de: 
termined by doing the right thing at 
the right time, in order that the show- 
man can go into the ring with the 
feeling of confidence that nothing has 
been left undone to make the animal 
show to its best advantage and that it 
will now be up to the showman to dis- 
play all of his skill and judgment in 
presenting his animal to the judge. 

The time of arrival at the show 
grounds is important. It is preferable 
to arrive at least two or three days 
before showing, especially if you have 
a full herd. This allows plenty of 
time to rest up the animals and at 
the same time allows the help to per- 
form the necessary preliminary work. 

A definite routine of work should be 
mapped out and faithfully followed. 
The first thing to do in the morning 
is to feed the regular ration and water 
at the time the animals have been ac- 
customed to being fed. After feeding, 
all troughs should be taken out of 
the pens, washed clean and ricked up 
some place out of the way. 

Now clean up all pens thoroughly, 
bed down with fresh bedding; sweep 
the tops of the pens and wire netting 
free from refuse; sweep out the alley 
way and make your quarters look so 
inviting that you win the prize for be- 
ing the neatest, cleanest herdsman on 
the grounds. 

You are now ready to dress up your 
herd. First wash up your herd. As 
a rule Fair Associations provide wash 
pens, but in case there are none, take 
a set of hinge hurdles and make a 
pen handy to a hydrant. Wash your 
animals on either a hard surface or 
grass. Your hose, as recommended in 
a previous article among the list of 
necessary equipment, will now come

into play. Wash one animal at a time, 
allowing the water to run _ slowly 
while using soap and brush. When 
thoroughly cléansed rinse well with 
clean water. Drive your animal back 
to its pen and bring out another. As 
soon as the entire herd is washed and 
dried you are ready to start clipping. 


In clipping your animals 
Double or Triple O 
previously recommended. 


The ears should be clipped inside 
as well as outside and as close as 
possible and back to the base of the 
ear. Hye lashes and winkers should 
be trimmed close as this will make 
the eye appear much more prominent. 
Any long hairs around the face, fore- 
head or jaw should be clipped off so 
as to appear smooth with the coat of 
hair. The tail should be trimmed up 
to the tail head and trimmed down 
according to the size of the animal 
enough to leave a large brush at the 
tip of the tail. If the animal fails to 
shed and has prominent long coarse 
hairs use a comb and shears trimming 
them down to what would be rightful-

ly a smooth coat. However, be ex- 
reedingly careful to make the coat 
appear even so as not to give the ap- 
pearance of waves or steps. 

While washing your animals it is 
well to examine the feet to see if the 
animal stands properly on all fours. 
If it is necessary to supplement the 
previous trimming given while at 
home, it is best to do it after clipping 
the animal. Precaution should be 
taken not to trim too close or down 
to the quick for fear of making what 
might be a winning animal lame just 
previous to showing. Here is one 
place where “Proceed with Caution” 
should be strictly obeyed and without 
any deviation from the rule. With 
these preliminaries over the animals 
can be returned to their pens and 
made comfortable and allowed to rest. 

Now for the finishing touches of 
show day—the day when the _ best 
qualities of the animal and the keen 
wits of man are up before the judge 
for placement.

OILMEAL AND TANK- 
AGE AS PIG FEEDS 


According to summary of eight 
tests, found in “Pork and Pork Pro- 
duction” by Professor W. W. Smith 
of Purdue Experiment Station, oilmeal 
is worth two-thirds as much per ton 
as tankage when supplementing corn. 
Somewhat more rapid gains were 
made with tankage than with oilmeal. 
Oilmeal has approximately 30 per 
cent of digestible protein, whereas 
a good grade of tankage has about 60 
per cent. The reason that oilmeal 
has a feeding value higher in propor: 
tion to tankage than the protein is 
that it contains over 30 per cent car- 
bobohydrates, whereas tankage is 
practically free of this nutrient. The 
fat content varies but is about the 
same in each. Tankage is much high- 
er than oilmeal in ash content. It is 
necessary to feed about two pounds of 
oilmeal for every pound of tankage 
on account of the difference in protein 
content. Where they are fed with 
corn or other cereals it is necessary 
to feed two-thirds to one pound of oil- 
meal or one-third to one-half pound of 
tankage to each pig daily where they 
are full fed without pasture, or one- 
half of these amounts where the pigs 
have pasture. On account of the fact 
that oilmeal is relatively a higher 
priced protein feed for pigs and that 
it is inferior in palatability it has a 
much smaller place in pig feeding than 
has tankage. Oilmeal is used mostly 
in pig-feeding by the handful method, 
as a laxative, and a help in slickening 
the coats of hair. Under ordinary con- 
dition tankage is to be preferred to 
oilmeal as a protein supplement. 


SELF- FEEDING CORN AND 
TANKAGE TO PIGS ON PASTURE 


The average of several years’ re- 
sults at this Station in the growing of 
one hundred fifty-four pigs from 59 to 
219 pounds on various pastures with 
corn and tankage in the self-feeder 
show a daily gain of 1.23 pounds per 
head daily and a feed requirement of 
352 pounds of corn and 28 pounds of 
tankage for each 100 pounds of gain 
produced. The cost of feed in go do- 
ing is $4.50 per 100 pounds of gain 
when the corn is charged at $.56 per 
bushel and the tankage at $70 per 
ton.

ONE VS. TWO PASTURE 
CROPS FOR PIGS 


Experience and experimental work 
have taught us that pigs do better 
when fed a variety of concentrates 
than when one constitutes the entire 
ration. Several experiments have 
been conducted at this station, to find 
out whether there might also be an 
advantage in furnishing more than 
one pasture crop at one time. The 
pigs were grown thruout the summer 
when pastured on alfalfa only, rape 
only, and alfalfa and rape together. 
The rapidity and economy of the gains 
for pigs pastured on both crops were 
inferior to those obtained on alfalfa 
and superior to those secured on rape, 
indicating that there was no advantage 
in allowing the pigs access to the two 
crops rather than one.

While the hog’s stomach is spoken 
of as having an unlimited capacity it 
is seen in the above table that it is 
really rather small. If rapid gains 
are to be secured, this stomach should 
be filled often and with concentrated 
feeds rather than bulky feeds. 


EFFECT OF FEEDING CORN ALONE 


Several years ago Professor Diet- 
rich fed three lots of pigs the follow- 
ing rations: 

Lot 1—Corn alone. 

Lot 2—Corn and mineral mixture— 
Charcoal 6 bushels, Woodashes 1 
bushel, air slaked lime 2 quarts, salt 
1 quart, copperas 1 pint. 

Lot 8—Corn, clover 
mixture. 

These pigs weighed 56 pounds at the 
time they were placed on test. Lots 
1 and 2 were kept on paved floors. At 
the end of a period of 26 weeks, (6 
months) the pigs in lot 1 weighed 73 
pounds, those in lot 2 121 pounds and 
those in lot 3 weighed 242 pounds. 
This points out rather clearly that 
corn is not sufficient when fed alone, 
The results in lot 2 show that the ad- 
dition of minerals to a ration of corn 
helps, but that when clover pasture 
was used, which contained the needed 
protein and minerals, good gains re- 
sulted. It would have been impossible 
to have grown the pigs in Lot 1 out 
to marketable weight. The ration of 
corn and water with pigs on paved 
floors is not sufficient to develop a 
pig out to a normal mature weight.

REDUCING BREEDING SOWS

At this time of year one may have 
some open sows that have run with 
bred sows or stock hogs that have 
been well fed. Such feeding usually 
puts them in such condition that it 
may be difficult to breed them or at 
least not breed them for the best 
results next fall. By separating such 
sows fram the herd at this time and 
holding them on pasture with plenty 
of water and no grain ; etter results 
may be looked to in b.ceding them 
next fall and at farrewing time next 
spring.

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record and cost you three dollars be- 
sides. A recent illustration was called 
to my attention where a new man in 
the business paid over $1000.00 for a 
sow and received a pedigree in about 
six months that cost him $3.00 to re- 
cord and to say that he was sore is 
putting the situation very mildly, and 
he assured me that he would never 
buy of that firm again. Just think 
this point over and do not try to oper- 
ate on the system of catching suckers. 

Now for the visit to Fasig Farm, Inc. 
The farm lies on both sides of the rail- 
road at Vineland station, the postoffice 
address is Jonesboro. This farm is 
located in the Egyptian bottoms of the 
Mississippi river, comprising 200 acres 
all in alfalfa. The farm is 80 rods 
wide and one and one-fourth miles long 
with a lane through the center. There 
are eleven miles of woven wire fencing 
dividing the farm into 50 pastures, 14 
wells supply the water, 5 of them con- 
nected with gas engines. More than 
one and one-fourth miles of pipe line 
earries the water to make it as ac- 
cessible as possible for use. Many of 
the larger lots are provided with con- 
crete shaded wallows as I understand 
it gets real warm during July and 
August in. that section. The hog 
houses are mostly individual type, 
which during the farrowing season are 
placed in: small cindered lots with a 
feed carrier extending the full length 
of the farrowing pens which makes 
it possible to care for a large number 
of sows in individual lots with a mini- 
mum of labor. These individual lots 
open into large pastures where the 
sows are allowed to run but the pigs 
are kept in the small lot. This elim- 
inates robbing and runts. 116 sows 
farrowed spring pigs, raising 700 and I 
think I saw fully that many pigs and 
I saw fewer runts than one usually 
sees where 25 pigs are raised. No 
grain is raised on this farm, the same 
being obtained from a milling com- 
pany. The feed used is a special Fa- 
sig Farm formula and under the man- 
agement of J. Bruce Henderson pro- 
duces the results. If anyone has the 
idea that good registered Durocs can- 
not be raised in large numbers on one 
farm they will change their mind by 
visiting Fasig Farm. 

This farm intended to keep 150 sows 
for fall farrow which if they have the 
results they did with spring pigs will 
mean about 1000 fall pigs.

show day to have plenty of help avail- 
able for preparing, driving out and 
showing. The first thing to do on 
show day after the usual routine of 
feeding and cleaning up is out of the 
way is to be ready with oil and 
brushes as soon as the first class is 
called, in order that you can oil up 
your animal and drive out in time. 
One man should always remain at 
the pen preparing the animal for the 
next class; for instance while aged 
boars are being shown, the _ senior 
yearling boar should be oiled and pre- 
pared to drive out when the class is 
called and so on down. 

When it comes to showing herds, 
simply rebrush the animals since they 
will have enough oil left on from 
showing in the individual classes. 
Plenty of help should be present’ to 
drive the animals to and from the 
show ring to prevent boar fights and 
animals getting away from you thus 
causing trouble. 

Now that you are ready to drive be- 
fore the judge bear in mind the fol- 
lowing: the judge and your hogs. Pay 
no attention to anything or any one 
else. Drive your animals before him 
as much as possible, but never inter- 
fere with others showing, thus mak- 
ing yourself obnoxious in the judge’s 
opinion as well as the other showmen. 
Courtesy is recognized in the show- 
ring the same as elsewhere, bearing 
in mind however that your business is 
to attract the attention of the judge 
to your hogs as often as possible. 

If your animal is inclined to be 
straight or lazy backed you should 
have him broke before going into the 
show ring. In fact keep in mind that 
the man who has put in time and ef- 
fort before the show has an advantage 
over the man who expects to fit, and 
win all in a few days. To raise the 
back of your animal press firmly on 
the back with your hand. As soon 
as the animal responds to this pres- 
sure ittake your hand away, but keep 
yourself in a position to instantly re- 
place your hand firmly on its back in 
an unnoticeable way should occasion 
demand. Sometimes it is advisable to 
have two men show an animal of this

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character, since the one in front can 
hold ithe head of the animal down 
and back while the one behind works 
him up just enough to keep the back 
up. The idea here is to cramp the 
animal so it will arch its back and 
yet keep the feet and legs in line. 
Showing such an animal requires 
patience, practice and perfect under- 
standing on the part of the men show- 
ing. 

Avoid showing your animal on rough 
ground, standing them in holes or bad 
pens. 

In showing herds line them up ac- 
cording to size with heads all one way 
and standing as nearly even as pos- 
sible with boar heading herd. Watch 
your judge and have animals proper- 
ly lined up when he looks at them. 

Study your animals previous to the 
show in order to determine whether 
they show to better advantage stand- 
ing or moving. Study your animals 
at home especially while exercising 
and posing. A good plan to follow is 
to allow someone else to handlé the 
animal and you act as judge, determin- 
ing just how the animal should be 
shown before the man that awards the 
ribbons. 

When the competition is close and 
the judge is comparing your animal 
with the one above, a little skill in the 
showing of the animal will help to 
get it up to the place above, encourage 
him to put you up and make him feel 
that. if he does that the animal will 
be shown until it leaves the ring and 
not let go to pieces, but show it so 
that it will look a bit better than the 
animal it went over. 

You are never sure of your place 
until you have the ribbon in hand. 
Some men will let their animals go 
to pieces after getting the ribbon 
when they have been showing hard to 
get the place. They may have covered 
up something on the animal that the 
judge and the people at the ringside 
did not see and by letting their 
animals go to pieces, they make. it

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animals others are exercising in 
order to compare with your own. Lo- 
cate your competition as soon as pos- 
sible and find defects in same and 
outstanding points as well and com- 
pare with your own. In showing do 
not look at the particular weakness 
of your animal but emphasize the out- 
standing points. In other words out- 
show the weak points on your animal 
and the strong points on your competi- 
tion by emphasizing the outstanding 
features of the animal you are show. 
ing. 

In entering the ring, approach the 
judge with all the style and vim the 
animal can muster up, and approach 
from such an angle that the animal 
will show off to its best advantage 
and make a first and lasting impres- 
sion upon the judge. 

Allow the same man to work with 
the same animal if he is successful, 
since that indicates that the animal 
understands him and he is showing 
the animal to its best advantage. 

Some one should be at the pens at 
all times to protect the animals from 
eareless visitors, heat and from peo- 
ple asking that the heavy animals be 
constantly required to stand. 


Watch the older and experienced 
showmen for ideas and consult them 
previous to showing remembering 


that the minute the show starts the 
best man and animal wins. 

Be a good loser and don’t blame 
the judge for many of the things you 
should have done and leave the ring 
with a determination to come back 
stronger the next year. 

After you return home look over 
your herd and start preparing your 
animals for the next show.

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WHITEWASHING THE 
SWINE BUILDINGS 


: (Continued from page 7.) 
material from surfaces that have been 


previously whitewashed, since, if the 
old whitewash is scaly, there will be 
no solid surface to which the new 
coating can adhere. 

Formulas for Whitewash 

Place about 10 pounds of quicklime 
into a vessel with two gallons of wat- 
er. Cover the vessel with an old piece 
of carpet or burlap and let it stand 
for about an hour, stirring, if neces- 
sary, to prevent burning. At the end 
of that time the material will be ready 
to use. 

If too little water is used, the lime 
will not be compltely slaked or hy- 
drated and besides it will be burned. 
Burned or scorched lime is generally 
lumpy and transparent after enough 
water is added to bring it to brush 
consistency. Too much water, on the 
other hand, retards the slaking by 
lowering the heat. 

A simp'‘er way in which to prepare 
this whitewash is to mix ordinary com- 
mercial hydrated lime with water un- 
til the proper brush consistency is 
obtained. This whitewash will not 
stand the weather and will rub off ra- 
ther easily.

mended by insurance companies: 

(1) Slake 62 pounds (one bushel) 
of quicklime in 15 gallons of water. 
Keep the vessel covered until steam 
stops coming off. Stir occasionally to 
prevent scorching. Or, mix 80 pounds 
of commercial hydrated . lime with 
water to a creamy consistency. 

(2) Mix 214 pounds of rye flour 
thoroughly with one-half gallon of 
cold water and then thin with two gal- 
lons of boiling water. 

(3) Dissolve 2% pounds of com- 
mon salt in 21% gallons of hot water. 

Mix (2) and (8), then add (1), and 
stir until well mixed. 

Alum added to whitewash prevents 
its rubbing off. 

Flour paste will also prevent rub- 
bing off, but when it is used, zine sul- 
phate must be added as a preserva- 
tive. 

Molasses causes lime to penetrate 
wood and plaster better. One pint of 
molasses to five gallons of whitewash 
is sufficient to use.

for an idea and other times have felt 


my inability to handle the subject. I 
do not recall when I so much desired 
the vocabulary of a Bryan or Col. 
Woods that I might paint a word pic- 
ture that would in a weak way at least 
convey to the reader a portion of 
what I had in my mind’s eye. Itis an 
acknowledged fact that the prosperity 
of our agriculture depends on the fu- 
ture generation and their posterity and 
as I stood by the boulder marker which 
designates the spot where the grand 
father of Lawrence Funk built his log 
cabin in 1824 almost a century ago, 
and looking off to the east and south 
I viewed the agricultural iands that 
had been under the management of 
three generations of the Funks and 
noticed that these lands are producing 
more agricultural products this year 
than did when the virgin soil was first 
disturbed by man, I-.really felt that 
boulder of stone was preaching a ser- 
mon that every one in America should 
hear and heed. The Funks for threé 
generations have been using this soil 
as a bank, but have been mindful of 
the fact they could not check out on 
the bank without depositing, so today 
these lands are more productive in the 
hands of Lawrence Funk than they 
were in the hands of his grandfather 
and I have no doubt but the pilgrim 
who visits this farm 100 years hence 
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can look back over 200 years of stew- 
ardship by the Funks of these prairie 
lands and find that they are better for 
the future generations than eve: be- 
fore. I will grant that it does not 
seem practical that all agricultural 
lands could have received the care of 
this farm but it was not impossible. As 
one travels over the country one is 
impressed with the thought that in 
most instances the people are living 
for themselves and have no thought of 
the morrow or of those who are to 
follow them, consequently a devasted 
condition exists. I wish that every 
one who has the opportunity of using 
the editorial pen could (visit Funk 
Farm and try to look at the picture as 
I saw it and then use all their ability 
to try to bring the message to the 
people who own and operate these 
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The Funk Hog Farm owned by Law- 
rence Funk is located ten miles south- 
east of Bloomington, Illinois, and com- 
prises about 1200 acres. It has al- 
ways been handled as a grain and live 
stock farm. Corn, wheat, oats, clover, 
alfalfa and Durocs are the crops. At 
the present time 1800 Duroc Jeresys 
recorded or eligible for record are 
during the heat of the day slumbering 
under the shade of the giant oaks of 
Funk’s grove. This enormous grove 
is fenced into small lots or pastures 
which makes it possible to handle this 
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enormous project which I think is the 
largest herd of recorded or eligible 
for record swine in the whole country 
in a manner that is prcducing first 
class results. To take care of 1800 
Durocs with the idea of producing 
breeding stock of itself seems to be a 
task that could not be carried out suc- 
cessfully but after one has ridden 
seemingly for miles in a car from one 
pasture to another and finding each 
lot of hcgs in splendid condition and to 
all appearances just as good as it 
would be possible to make them one 
must concede that there is practically 
no limit to the number of good Durocs 
that can be raised under one manage- 
ment. I do nct know the number of 
hogs that I saw on this farm but Mr. 
Frank Moberly, the efficient swine 
manager, assured me that I did not 
See near all the hogs they had and it 
may be possible that they did not show 
me their.poorest. individual but I did 
not notice any real runts. I have not 
visited a herd of 100 pigs this year but 
that I have seen a larger percent of 
what you would call runts than I did 
at Funk Farm. The attraction of the 
farm is the two year old boar Col.’s 
Wonder 364855 farrowed March 12, 
1919, sired by Top Col.’s Instructor by 
Top Col. His dam is Hero Lady by 
Cherry Wonder 2nd by Cherry Wonder 
by Cherry Chief. I am not going to

YALEHURST FARMS CAMPAIGN 
STATE WITH DURATIONS 


Having cleaned up so well at the 
Illinois State Fair, especially with ani- 
mals sired by ‘Duration, Yalehurst

Readers should study carefully the 
winnings at the State Fair and the 
editorials and the management page 
conducted by Prof. Rice. 

Officers of County Associations are 
requested to send in news for the 
Special County Number issued October 
first. 
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The 1921 Illinois State Fair again 
brought out a big Duroc show. The 
actual count was six hundred nineteen 
(619)head, which was the largest num- 
ber of one breed exhibited by nearly 
two hundred head. This figure is not 
as large as last year’s since most of 
the animals were brought to show, and 
the common sale boars were not as 
numerous. 

The quality of the entire show, 
starting in from the aged boar class to 
the groups, was above the average 
Illinois show; the aged boar class and 
the under year pig classes were es- 
pecially strong. There was a lack of 
flashiness in any particular class al- 
though good individuals were promi- 
nent inevery class, making an evenness 
throughout the show. Some of the 
animals did not have the fitting and 
finish that is usually found at a show 
of this proportion, but this was due 
in all probability to the exceedingly 
hot summer, and also to the fact that 
the feeders are not using such high 
priced feeds, relying largely on corn 
and oats and other home grown feeds. 

Comparing this year’s show with 
last year’s it would seem that the 

. strong aged boar class of last year was 
outclassed by the seven head that won 
this year and further, practically every 
boar shown in the aged boar class this 
year is heading a recognized breeding 
establishment and was shown last 
year. 

The under year classes of pigs were 
as strong, if not stronger than last 
year, while the junior classes did not 
come up to last year’s classes. 

The weather was ideal for the show- 
ing, although later in the week it be- 
came quite warm in the swine pavilion 
and there were some sick pigs, espec- 
ially among those not vaccinated. 

Keen interest was displayed 
throughout the show, especially on 
Monday, when great numbers crowded 
around the ringside and in the bleach- 
ers to see the various awards and as the 
animals were paraded across the ring 
and ribbons received, friends of the 
various animals applauded loudly. 

The show was given an international 
aspect in that A. E. 'Debuchy of Es- 
tancia Alfaland, Argentina, South 
America, handed the winners their 
ribbons after being placed by Judge 
Marker. 

The awards made by Judge Chas. 
EK. Marker of Auburn, Illinois, met 
with the approval of the ringside in the 
main, there being a little difference of 
opinion in one or two classes. 

During the close of the show much 
interest was shown in the purchase of 
stock, especially by farmers. Less 
animals changed hands among the 
breeders this year as compared with 


the usual shows, but more interest 
was shown by the farmers. 

For the first time in five years 
the entire swine judging was complet- 
ed on schedule time. Clearing the 
ring and parading the animals gave 
everyone a Chance to see the varicus 
winners in such a way that they could 
make comparisons; this made a _ hit 
with the large crowds. A compleie 
bulletin system and announcements 
kept the spectators informed as to the 
winning exhibitors and animals. 

The four outstanding features of the 
show were the winnings made by new 
exhibitors; the come back of last 
year’s winners; the several outstand- 
ing litters; and the influence of Illinois 
herd sires on the winnings. 

Aged Boar Class 

The aged boar class was easily the 
greatest class of boars driven out in 
an Illinois show ring. It was an in- 
spiration to any one interested in goud 
hogs, and especially Durocs, to see 
driven into a ring a class of fourteen 
(14) boars among which were so many 
high backed, smooth, good footed, 
deep sided, masculine, rugged breeding 
boars.

The winners in this class was Col.s

The fifth place boar, Proud Path- 
finder, was a big rugged, masculine 
boar of good type but lacking just a 
little in fitting. He won the fifth place 
ribbon this year compared with sixth 
place ribbon last year. He was also 
a ringside favorite. 

The Evidence, shown by Karlton 
Farms, took the sixth place ribbon, 
but was lacking in mellowness as 
compared with the boars above him.

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SMITH MAKES GOOD AS 
SWINE SUPERINTENDENT 


The State Fair management made a 
good move when they appointed Prcf. 
W. H. Smith of the Animal Husbandry 
Department of the University of [li- 
nois, superintendent of swine. By so 
dcing they have added another Ink 
of cocgperation between the agricul- 
tural college, the swine breeder and 
the Illinois fair. The State Fair show 
mirrers the effort the college and breed- 
er has put forth in developing a type 
of hog that the American farmer de- 
mands in the feeding and breeding lot. 

‘With a sense of justice for all, impar- 
tial, and constantly on the job, Prof. 
Smith gave a service to the swine men 
even though working under handicaps. 
Appointed only a short time before 
the show, and with calls for 1,500 pens 
and only 1,200 pens in the building to 
meet the demand, and with a depart- 
ment that has received some criticism 
in the past, Mr. Smith tock on a man- 
sized job. For the first time in five 
years, judging was completed on 
schedule time, and by the time the 
show was over everyone voiced the 
sentiment the “College Professor” de- 
livered the goods and gave service. 


FEATURES OF SHOW MAKE 
HIT WITH SPECTATORS 


The Swine Show Management de- 
monstrated that a hog show at a State 
Fair can have as much class to it as 
any other section of a livestock show. 
“Because it’s just a hog, it should have 
ordinary hog pen methods” was forgot- 
ten. 

After each class was placed, the ring 
was cleared and as each animal was 
paraded out, the ribbon was awarded 
and announcement made from. the 
platform as to the winning exhibitor 
and the animal’s name. Later this 
information was placed on the bulletin 
board for the spectators. 

By this method the spectators were 
able to keep in close touch with not 
only the exhibitors that won but the 
sires responsible for the winnings, and 
as the animals were driven out it was 
possible to make comparisons of the 
various placings. Since this made 
such a good impression this year, it 
will be possible to perfect the show 
from the spectators’ standpoint even 
more in another year. 

People stand at a ring side of a 
show to learn, and when the public 
makes the effort to seek information, 
the breeder that shows the hog and 
the management that conducts’ the 
show, should cooperate in seeing that 
nothing is left undone whereby the 
public or the consumers of the pure 
breds are given an opportunity to de- 


termine the preferred types and 
fashions of the day. 
COUNTY GROUPS CREATE 

GREAT INTEREST 


One thing was very firmly impressed 
upon the minds ef the spectators at 
the Illinois State Fair, and that was 
that McLean county had an exhibit 
of hogs. Very often when a winning 
was made by an exhibitor from that 
county, all over the arena as if by 
magic the name of McLean county was 
acclaimed. This was true of several 
cther counties that had exhibits. 


If a County Duroc Association did no 
other thing but provide an exhibit at 
the State Fair and get the name of 
the county before the spectators, it 
would be worthy of existence. There 
is nO more economical way, no more 
forceful way, and no greater way of 
establishing cooperation, enthusiasm, 
and better herd construction than by 
this method. If you will look over 
the United States today, you will find 
that those counties that employed this 
method, whether it be in horses, cattle, 
sheep or swine, are today the leading 
headquarters for their respective 
breeds. 

Counties showing exhibits won as 
follows: McLean county, first; Peoria 
county, second; Sangamon county, 
third; Woodford county, fourth; Knox 
county, fifth; and Mason county, sixth. 


WHAT PORTION OF 
A HERD IS A SOW? 


A purebred Shorthorn, considered by 
many, the greatest beef animal in the 
world has tabulated in its pedigree the 
ten nearest dams. The Holstein cow, 
considered by many as the world’s 
greatest milk producing animal, has 
listed in its pedigree, a record of at 
least its three nearest dams. What 
dees the swine grower have to say 
about the dams in the pedigree of his 
animal? 

Among the features of the Duroc 
Show just held at the State Fair we 
find that litters had as much to do 
with the success of the exhibitors and 
their boars as any other one thing. 
Did the sow have anything to do with 
this? 

Again we find that some of our sow 
classes at the State Fair were not as 
outstanding as we would like to see. 
Compare, for instance, the aged sow 
class with the aged boar class. It is 
true we can say that the aged sow 
class looked like a working lot of 
sows; however, the same thing can be 
said of the boars and yet there was 
no comparison so far as class is con- 
cerned im these two groups. 

The Illinois breeders, if they want 
to keep up the quality of their Durocs, 
will not be able to depend upon boars 
alone. No boar will receive recogni- 
tion, unless he is mated to the right 
type of sows. Duration demonstrated 
this beyond any argument. You did 
not hear of Duration back in the days 
when he was in the lot with market 
sows, but today you must recognize 
Duration because he has been mated 
to sows and is being mated to sows 
that are helping him produce the type 
that Duroc breeders are striving for, 
and won for Yalehurst Farms, that 
greatly contested for honor, “First on 
Get of Sire.” 

Imperial Orion made it possible for 
W. H. Van (Meter & Sons to win for 
six consecutive years, the Premier 
Breeders ribbon. Two litters made 
this possible, and helped them win 
nearly $300 in prizes... The one lit- 
ter, without moving out of the show 
ring, won four straight blue ribbons. 
Two sows helped produce a fall lit- 
ter and a spring litter which made it 
possible for Imperial Orion to win so 
many honors. 

Owen & Brickey made a name for 
themselves on one litter, both in open 
class and futurity on an outstanding 
litter. 

The Duroc men of Tllinois, if they 
would attain the highest goal in 
Durocdom, should change their name 
from breeders to selectors. As soon 
as Illinois Duroc men will pay as 
much attention to the selection of 
sows with which to mate their boars, 
as they now depend upon a boar do- 
ing it all, people will come from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and from Can- 
ada to the Gulf of Mexico to buy the 
off-spring of the advertised herd boars 
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of Illinois. Now is the time to act and 
to build such a firm foundation of 
sows for the future that the great or- 
ganization to put Illinois Durocs in 
the very front rank will be quality and 


ability to make good, through both’ 


boars and sows. No sire has made 
good in any breed unless the herd he 
was in had some real producing fe- 
males. : 

We must have more sows and to 
have them we must build our future 
herd sows from our present fall and 
spring crop of pigs. Let us be up and 
building before the ivy starts crawling 
up our legs.

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WHITE CORN VS. YEL- 
LOW CORN FOR PIGS 


Experiments on rats have shown 
that white and yellow corn differ 
greatly in feeding value when supple- 
mented by feeds which are lacking in 
fat soluble A, the growth producing 
vitamine. In order to determine if 
possible whether the same facts are 
true in swine feeding, the Illinois Sta- 
tion is conducting a series of experi- 
ments along these lines. The import- 
ance of this study is recognized when 
we consider the fact that corn is the 
principal feed of the corn belt hog 
and that many hogs are fed in dry 
lot where no other feed is available. 
Such dry lot feeding of course exists 
more frequently in winter than in sum- 
mer. 

At breeding time in the fall of 1920, 
eight sows were selected and _ bred. 
Four of these were fed white corn and 
tankage, while the other four were fed 
yellow corn and tankage. Tankage 
was used as a protein supplement be- 
cause the high temperature used in 
its preparation destroys the vitamine. 
The sows were kept on these rations 
through the gestation and _ lactation 
periods. At weaning time the pigs 
farrowed were fed the same rations as 
their dams and are still on these ra- 
tion as their dams and are still on 
these rations. The sows have been 
kept on the same rations and have 
been rebred for a second litter. 


The experiment shows that pregnant 
sows, suckling litters, and suckling 
pigs seem to do as well on white corn 
and tankage as on yellow corn and 
tankage, but that young pigs after 
weaning do not make such growth on 
white corn and tankage. In experi- 
ments on rats, growth can be secured 
when white corn and tankage are 
supplemented by butter, which is high 
in fat soluble A. However, the addi- 
tion of butter to a white corn and 
tankage ration has not induced growth 
in pigs. 

Pigs that failed to grow on white 
corn and tankage are now being fed 
yellow corn and tankage to determine 


whether this change will induce 
growth. 
In line with our previous. experi- 


ments, we expect to start a test with 
seventy-five pound pigs to find the

MINERALS FOR PIGS. 

Recent feeding tests conducted at 
the Chio and Illinois Experiment Sta- 
tions show that the addition of miner- 
als to balanced rations has little if 
any effect on the rapidity or economy 
of gains in growing pigs for market. 
It has also been observed that the 
bones of pigs can be strengthened by 
the addition of minerals to the ration. 
Minerals may pay when pigs are being 
fed without pasture, tankage or milk 
in the ration or when it is intended 
to use the pigs for breeding purposes. 
The mineral ingredients used in these 
tests were: ground limestone, air- 
slaked lime, rock phosphate, various 
formes of bonemeal, slaked coal, char- 
coal and galt. 

Up to this time the investigations 
at Illinois have dealt with the prob- 
lem of the addition of minerals to a 
good ration for growing market hogs. 
During the last two years two hundred 
pigs in ten lots have been used in 
experimentation; in addition, forty 
pigs are being fed this year to secure 


further data on this problem. Next 
winter and spring, gilts from this 
year’s experimental work along this 


time will be used to determine the 
value of minerals in strengthening the 
bones of producing sows. 

Recent publications concerning tne 
use of minerals in the rations of hogs 
are available from the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station, Wooster, Ohio.

HOGGING-DOWN CORN. 

Does it pay to hog-down corn? 

The experience of many farmers 
and the result of experimental work 
and feeding demonstrations have clear- 
ly pointed out the economy ot this 
method of fattening hogs. 

In what ways does it pay? 

This method of feeding hogs has as 
its chief advantage the saving of 
much labor in feeding the corn that 
would have been husked and cribbed. 
The hogging-down of corn has also 
in its favor the saving of much manure, 
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the better health of the hogs, and the 
ability. of -utilizing other crops sown 
in the corn such as soybeans or rape. 

What are the disadvantages of 
hogging-down corn? 

Some of the disadvantages of hog- 
ging-down corn are the puddling of the 
soil in wet weather, the short time 


that one can use this method of feed- 


ing and cost of fencing the fields. 

What kind of pigs do best for hog- 
ging-down purposes? 

The pig that does best in the corn 
field is the thin active 100 to 150 
pound pig. One does not want to 
turn pigs into a field of corn which 
he does not care to have full-fed. 

How many hogs should be turned 
into a field of corn? 

The number of hogs allowed in a 
field of corn should be such that all - 
of the corn will be eaten in from two 
to four weeks. The size and appetite 
of the pig varies as also the yield of 
the corn per acre. A fairly simple 
rule to remember is that seven aver- 
age 100 to 200 pound pigs will clean 
up an acre of corn in aS many days as 
the corn will yield in bushels per 
acre. 

How can the hogging-down period be 
lengthened? 

The period during which pigs can 
hog-down may ‘be lengthened by grow- 
ing a few acres of early maturing 
corn. This will make it possible to 
hog-down corn about one month _ be- 
fore one can turn pigs into a field of 
the later maturing corn. 'The time of 
marketing the pigs can usually be 
made somewhat earlier by this prac- 
tice. 

Do hogs need any other feed than 
the corn in the field? 

Pigs are in need of some high pro- 
tein supplement when hogging-down 
corn in the field nearly as much as 
when fed corn in the dry lot. - Such. 
feed as milk, tankage or oilmeal re- 
duce the amount of corn enough so 
that they may be fed in limited quanti- 
ties. Rape and soybeans sown in corn 
may take the place of these. other 
feeds. 


Does a crop of soybeans affect the 
yield of corn? 

Results of several years’ experi- 
mental work at the Illinois Station 
show that the yield of corn is reduced 
by growing soybeans in the corn. The 
loss in the yield of corn was about 
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the same as the yield of the soybeans. 
Since the soybeans are more valuable 
pound for pound than corn, an acre of 
corn and soybeans will usually be 
some more valuable than an acre of 
corn alone for feeding purposes. 

How much feed is required to pro- 
duce 100 pounds of gain in hogging- 
down? 

The amount of feed required to pro- 
duce gains in hogging-down is about 
the same as if the pigs were fed the 
same ration in the dry lot. About 400 
to 450 pounds (7 to 8 bushels) of corn 
and 30 pounds of tankage are needed, 
when tankage is used as the supple- 
ment, to produce 100 pounds of gain 
on a pig weighing from 100 to 200 
pounds when running in the corn field. 

Does new corn cause hog cholera? 

Hog cholera is not caused by the 
feeding of new corn. Pigs that are 
not allowed to become accustomed to 
eating new corn before turning into 
the field may be more susceptible to 
the disease than pigs which have been 
fed some new corn for two or three 


weeks previous to turning into the 
field.

Corn is 
cheap; so are other feeds, relatively 
speaking. 

The hog is a wonderful animal; it 
makes rapid and economical gains, 
but a nine hundred pound boar or a 
eight hundred pound sow at maturity 
can never be developed by allowing 
them to go along on a scant ration and 
then a few weeks before show time, 
adopting the cramming process. If we 
would keep our Duroc breed up at the 
front of the procession where it right- 
fully belongs, now is the time to put 
it there in 1922.

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PROF. SMITH ENDORSES WORK 
OF COUNTY ASSOCIATIONS 


One of the encour- 
aging signs in the 
pure bred live stock 
business in Illinois is 
the progress that is 
being made by the 
county swine breed- 
ers associations. 
These associations 
have developed hand 
in hand with the 
Farm Bureaus and have been impor- 
tant factors in strengthening that 
kind of work, states Prof. W. H. Smith 
of the Animal Husbandry department 
of the University of [linois. 

The policy of the Department of 
Animal Husbandry of the University 
of Illinois for the past ten years has 
been to assist in the organization and 
work of county livestock breeders 
associations, and the results obtained 
demonstrate more and more _ the 
soundness of this policy. 

The efforts of the Illinois Duroc 
Association in organizing and sup- 
porting the work of county Duroc 
associations is worthy of much com- 
mendation. Much remains to be done 
by the state association along the line 
of developing uniform plans for coun- 
ty sales, increasing the number of 
community and county exhibits of 
swine, replacing inferior stock with 
pure bred hogs in farmers’ herds and 
extending the improved swine busi- 
ness to new territory. 

The extent the work of the county 
associations has progressed in Illinois 
is indicated by the showing that these 
organizations made at the Illinois 
State Fair this year. Twenty-six diff- 
erent county swine associations were 
represented with swine exhibits at the 
state fair. The influence of these ex- 
hibits on swine show was very marked 
and the advertising gained by these 
associations was one of the features 
of the State Fair swine show.

SANGAMON COUNTY METHOD 
OF SWINE ASSOCIATION 


This is an association of all breeds 
under one association with the breed 
‘affairs of each breed under a sub-com- 
mittee. At the time of the organiza- 
tion some doubt was entertained of 
the wisdom of this plan but subse- 
quent experience has demonstrated 
the wisdom of it beyond a_ doubt, 
writes A. F. Hughes, president of the 
Sangamon County Swine Breeders 
Association. 

It is based on the thought of Roose- 
velt, that “a man owes a certain part 
of his time to the good of the industry 
in which he makes his living.” <A 
Duroc breeder cannot in consistency 
advocate the advantage of pure bred 
hogs and then discredit the Poland 
China when it was developed for the 


same purpose and under the same con- 
aitions as the Duroc. The Poland 
breeder can not admire his Poland 
with: ut also admiring the Duroc, We 
besieve that the thing to do is to get 
behind the Duroc if we are Duroc 
breeders and put out just as many 
good red hogs in the county as Wwe 
can, and then put our shoulder to the 
whe2l and help the Poland or other 
breeder to advance his just. as far 
as we can. The field is big enough 
for both of us. The farmer can use 
all the good ones he can get of any 
bre2d for many years and still have 
room for more. 

“iow it works out. There is not one 
bit or jealousy in our association, 
every one a booster for the other one. 
Hach wants to see the other succeed. 
When a sale is about to be made, we 
find the trucks of the breeders of all 
preeds ready on call to help move in. 
When the day of the sale comes, we 
find the men of several breeds at the 
barn ready to help in any capacity in 
which he is needed. When one of us 
is over the state and we meet a breed- 
er of the other breed, we invite him 
down to Sangamon county and are 
glad to take him in the car and drive 
him over the county to s2e the other 
breeds just as we would to see our 
own breeders. Our Duroc breeder 
took a man to a Poland herd that 
bought eighteen head some years ago. 
A Poland br2eder found a man coming 
to my place; he took him in the car, 
brought him out, found me away for a 
few hours, showed him the stock and 
then took him for a drive over the 
city and entertained him till my re- 
turn. 

Now is this not better than five 
shave tail little breed associations 
fighting among themselves? Don’t we 
make more money by it? Don’t we 
make more friends? Don’t we broad- 
en our vision of what life means? 
Don’t it leave a better taste in our 
mouths than if we were cussing the 
other fellow who is just as sincere and 
just as good a breeder because he 
happens to breed another variety? 
We certainly stand by the Sangamon 
county plan.

The swine breeders of Knox county 
are beginning to appreciate the value 
of organization and through their 
County Duroc Association, much in- 
terest has been built up in Duroc cir- 
cles, not only amongst the breeders 
but amongst the farmers and feeders 
as well. The aim is to get every Dur- 
oc consumer interested in the Duroc 
crganization. In order to bring this 
about the association is carrying on 
the following activities: 

Ccaperation with County Farm Bureau 

The Knox County Duroc breeders 
work hand iv hand with the farm bu- 
reau because we realize that the farm 
bureaus are in better shape and can 
sell more effectively the pure bred idea 
than the breeders. Once the pure 
bred idea is sold then will the breeders 
be able to supply the necessary needs. 
The farm bureaug are a great help 
in helping provide publicity in various 
forms, by helping plan programs, and 
bringing producer and consumer in 
contact with each other. 

Build Up 100% Membership 

Early this spring the members of 
cur County Duroc Association felt that 
the membership should be larger than 
fifteen or eighteen men, and further 
that the membership should not be 
confined solely to breeders but should 
include feeders as well.

Breeders Gazette and others. 
Keep in Close Touch with State Ass’n 
We encourage all of our breeders in 
the county to become members of the 
state association and also to support 
its plans for breed promotion work, 
which we have found very effective, 
and we further find that cooperation 
with the Illinois Duroc Association has 
helped us in many ways. 
Interest Livestock Farmers 
Breds 
Our association has made a. special 
effort to interest not only breeders 
but good livestock farmers and feed- 
ers in pure bred Durocs. The members 
of the Knox County Duroc Association 
feel that their responsibility really be- 
gins when a purchase is made, and it 
is to their interest to see that every 
purchaser makes good, because a sat- 
isfied customer is the best advertiser 
that the Duroc business can have. 
We therefore invite livestock farmers 
to our meetings, tours, picnics, sales 
or other Duroc events. We further 
make it a point to keep them informed 
regarding the care and management of 
their Durocs and a special effert is 
made to see that the beginners are 
kept going along the right path.

Hold Frequent Meetinos 

It is the aim of our association to 
hold frequent meetings and after each 
meeting a definite date is set to meet 
again. This makes it imvossible to 
bring up the old excuse that “I didn’t 
know we were going to have a meet- 
ing” and also gives the some stability 
to the organization as the board of 
directors ina bank. At these meetings 
speakers are provided from both the 
county and outside to discuss with the 
members plans of further develovin 
the Duroc interests in the covnty both 
from a promotion and management 
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standpoint. 

Bring Out Good Durocs at Shows 

Our association has always aimed 
to have a large show of Durocs at our 
local fairs and so successful have we 
been in this that our show at Galesburg 
has taken on the appearance of a state 
fair show. Not only do our breeders 
show at home, but Knox county Durocs 
have always been prominent jn the 
other district fairs as well as the 
Illinois State Fair. We find that in 
our own county, we have the competi- 
tion from the other breeds but the best 
way to convince the livestock breede}s 
of the county regarding our Durocs 
is to show them our goods at the coun- 
ty fair, and then when they go to the 
state fair and make good they are con- 
vinced that the hogs that they saw at 
home are as good as any Durocs that 
can be found. 

Futurity Show 

One of the biggest factors in helping 
ug maintain interest in local Duroc 
shows has been the district futurity. 
We find that the district futurity is not 
only a good thing for the breeder but 
is in reality a big booster for the 
county fair since people in various 
sections of the county who anticipate 
showing are continually talking about 
the futurity litter they are getting 
ready for the fair, and every time 
some one goes on the place, they are 
not only reminded of the Durocs but 
of the coming fair as well. We find 
further that the futurity does much to 
develop new breeders. 

Take Inspection Tours 

This summer we had a very valu- 
able tour of inspection around the 
county and had in the neighborhood 
of twenty-five cars in the trip. These 
cars not only included breeders but 
feeders and farmers as well. On these 
trips, especially if a good chicken din- 
ner was provided, the men became bet- 
ter acquainted, have more heart to 
heart talks with each other, and are 
in a critical frame of mind. The result 
is they go from place to place compar- 
ing stock on the farm, and the system 
of management, with their own. In 
meny cases they find that their stuff 
at home is just as good. In some cases 
they find that their stuff is lacking 
either in management or individuality, 
and many times before the day is over 
some feeder hag resolved to go into 
the pure bred livestock business, and 
the breeder resolved to build up his 
herd to a higher cuality than he has 
ever maintained before. The good 
obtained from an _ inspection tour 
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properly conducted is immeasureable 
in the constructive work that follows. 
Hold Get Together Rally 

We aim to hold either a picnic or 
get together rally of some kind in the 
fall at which time all of the farmers 
in the county are invited and speakers 
and music is provided. This proves 
to be a big social event and brings the 
farmers, wives and children, in fact 
the whole household out for a good 
day’s outing and being that it is a 
Duroc affair, everybody is made better 
acquainted with Durocs by the time 
the day is over and new recruits added 
to the growing list of Duroc users. 

Hold County Sale 

When found necessary, especially 
for breeders of small herds, a county 
association ‘sale is held under the 
auspices of the County Duroc Associa- 
tion. Stock entered in this sale is 
subject to inspection and must be of 
high quality. 

Individual Effort Necessary 

Our latest. discovery has been that 
in order to have a good. working or- 
ganization, every fellow must have a 
job. We have therefore divided our 
organization into committees giving 
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each member a job and at the time of 
each meeting every member present 
is required to take part in the proceed- 
ings. 

These are some of the most impor- 
tant things that our association does 
in trying to put over the Duroc idea 
in our county.

We sviarted ine standardization of 
McLean County Duroc-verseys lasc 
spring, states G. C. Johnson, president 
or the McLean County Duroc Breeder's 
Association. We have not looked over 
all the herds as yet. So far we have 
inspecied 1452 boars. Out of this we 
nave puc the standardization tag on 
143. 

‘ane this work is, tast 
One pieeuer had a saie and in 
luis gale ue puc Zl bOar pigs. rie 
larrOwed oly 4Z. teopie Came from 
uulsiae OL his own vicinity and looked 
over those piss. ‘Lhey thought if these 
were a Sample of the Mclean county 
breeding svock, they wanted no more 
to do with it. This man was not the on- 
ly ottender but. it ran in like manne2r 
vnroughout ihe county in most of our 
sales. 

Another thing, all of our men do nov 
know what type the Duroc people 
want at tnigs time. { was out at one 
ot our breeders the other day. He 
was lelling me about some of the good 
boar pigs he had. We went out and 
looked over the ten that h2 had saved. 
He pointed out what he considered 
to be an exceptionally good pig. This, 
in-my estimation, was the poorest he 
had of the ten. It was one of the 
short, chuffy, low down kind. He said 
that he had been trying to sell some 
of the big rangy fellows because he 
did not think they were of the correct 
type. 

Because of these circumstances, the 
Duroc men got together and decided 
that all Duroc boars which should be 
used as breeding stock should conform 
to some certain standard. This stand- 
ard does not mean that each of these 
boars ar2 good enough to go to the 
State Fair and place in the money. We 
are trying to get only boars on this 
list which are good enough to go out 
and head a good pork producing herd. 

To give you an idea of the way and 
the number of pigs standardized out 
of the herds, I wil] give you a few of 
the herdg visited:

At tne couuty swine show this year 
tuere were more Durocs than the 
otuer three breeds put together... This 
is about the ratio in which the pure 
breds and the breeding stock run in 
mclLean county. 

Maximus, the senior yearling boar, 
owned by the Funk Hog Farm, was 
champion boar of the Durocs and 
sweepstake boar of the whole show. 
This boar stood first in his class at the 
state fair. The junior yearling boar 
was owned by Lauher Bros. & Sons 
of Arrowsmith. This is Mr. Lauher’s 
first appearance. He certainly had a 
very good boar. Johnstone Bros. took 
first on boar pigs in the junior boar 
class. V. & B.’s Pathfinder, which was 
sold to a man in Pennsylvania, certain- 
ly showed what a good boar can do. 
His progeny won, first, second, fourth 
and fifth places. H. ©. Barclay, of 
Danvers won first. In the aged sows, 
W. D. Brickey of Bloomington took 
first. Albert Frye of Carlock was first 
in the senior yearling sow elass. 
Johnston? Bros. of Bloomington were 
first and second in the junior yearling 
sow. The Funk Hog Farm had a real

OGLE COUNTY TO HAVE 
TROUBLE COMMITTEE 


The State Secretary attended a very 
interesting meeting recently of the 
Ogle County Duroc Breeders Associa- 
tion. At this meeting the president, 
Fred L. Hamrick, brought up a mat- 
ter which should receive the serious 
consideration of every county associa- 
tion in the state. 

A case was brought up whereby a 
boar pig had been bought by mail 
order and did not come up to the rep- 
resentations of the seller, neither in 
type, weight, nor condition, and letters 
were read showing that the buyer and 
seller had not reached definite terms 
of agreement. 

By unanimous vote of the members 
present, it was agreed to appoint a 
committee known as a trouble or ad- 
justment committee, to investigate all 
cases of this kind and if necessary give 
county wide publicity not only re- 
garding the deal but giving the names 
of the breeders making the sale. 

No surer and quicker method can 
be used to require truthful statements 
in the selling of livestock and sending 
out of only high class individuals than 


by having the seller understand that 
if he does not do the satisfactory thing, 
he will be publicly exposed. No breed- 
er, no matter how large or small the 
scope of his business, can afford to 
have a well organized county associa- 
tion publicly expose him because of 
unsat.sfactory business dealings. 

The secretary also enjoyed a very 
profitable day’s visit with the various 
Duroc farms in the county including 
Rock River Farms at Byron; Fred L, 
Hamrick at Rochelle; James Car- 
michael. at Rochelle; C. V. Shaw at 


Oregon; William Bear at Stillman

R. B. Talbot at Rochelle. 

This association also plans to hold 
a County Association Sale on October

At any rate, the breeding of good hogs is a laudable, 
honorable business and should receive every encouragement that is 
possible to be obtained for it. 


At this particular time, we are beginning a new era in the pro- 
duction of livestock. Old timers are dropping out, having served their 
time, speculators are quiet; and the Duroc business is ready to take 
into its fold, new men and new leaders. 


Therefore, this winter will see many new men make their en- 
trance into the Duroc ranks by making their first purchases of pure 
bred Durocs.. Immediately in the minds of those who are interested 
in the welfare of this greatest breed of swine, flashes the question: 
““Are these men only starters or are they finishers as well? What per- 
centage in five years will be recognized as Duroc men of the first 
order? As they progress, will they become Lifters or Leaners on the 
Great Business of Raising Durocs? 


What am I getting at? Just this: Men in the making, do not 
know of the worries of a big business. They believe what they see, 
not what you say regarding the production of Durocs. Hence, they 
are determined to advance by themselves. 


In this connection a story is told of Go-Getter George. George: 
worked for’a mail order house in New York. Suddenly this firm, 
worth thousands of dollars, found itself out of postage stamps. The 
Manager at once dispatched George to the Post Office to bring back 
2 supply of stamps, the lack of which was holding up the progress of 
the organization. : 


Down at the corner where George must cross the street was a 
howling excited mob ready to welcome a World War Hero. 


Gradually George squeezed his way into the front line of the 
mob, only to be cuffed and kicked and ordered back. 

Suddenly, crouching, ready for a chance, he slipped by the cops, 
policemen yelled, the crowd cheered and laughed as George darted 
across the street and was lost in the mad rush. 

George got back to the office and brought what the business 
NEEDED—some postage stamps. 

The parade went on without George seeing it—but he thought 
business MUST go on. 

He served his business to the best of his ability, listened only 
to the right counsel; and allowed neither the flaring and blazing of 
trumpets, nor the glitter of the parade, turn him from bringing the 
stamps to the business, thus enabling letters to go out and bring back 
orders and allowing packages to be delivered with orders. Above all

Failures are the ever changing crowd. The flukes are the flitters 
and quitters. The success are the stickers. 

And the supreme quality in permanent Duroc success is the qual- 
ity to stick and serve. ; 

And that man, whether he be in!northern Illinois, southern IIli- 
nois, western Illinois or eastern Illinois, who will rally around the 
ever growing service flag of the Illinois Duroc Breeders’ Association, 
will! counsel with its servants, make use of his Farm Bureau and Uni- 
versity Animal Husbandry Department, or advise with breeders of 
integrity, will not have to walk up the sunny side of Duroc Avenue 
carrying a heavy pack, because he walked too long on the shady side 
of the road or paid too much attention to the glittering parade of 
Wrong Information. 

In other words, be a Go-Getter in the Illinois Duroc World by 
starting right and making use of the counsel meant for you that your 
Association can give you, pertaining to the building up of your Duroc 
herd permanently and constructively, so you will not finish as a 
Goat-Getter. 
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COSTS OF SHIPPING HOGS. 


The costs of shipping and handling 
hogs at the market from most points 
in Illinois is 8 to 10 per cent of the 
total receipts. Recently we shipped 
a light load from which 12 per cent 
was taken to pay the cost of shipping 
and handling. In looking up several 
loads that were shipped in 1915 and 
1916 it was found that the same costs 
were about 2.5—4 per cent of the total 
receipts. The freight rate is about 
24% times as great as it was at that 
time.

HOG PRICES. 


The average price of hogs on the 
Chicago market for the week ending 
November 12, ($7.12) showed a de- 
crease of $.50 as compared to the week 
ending October 8 ($7.62). The aver- 
age price of hogs for the five years 
1911-1915 inclusive, for October and 
November were $7.79 and $7.19 re- 
spectively. This would indicate that 
the decrease in price during the month 
was about normal. The average price 
of hogs for December of these five 
years was $6.94, which is $.25 lower 
than the November price. 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture, thru the Market Reporter, 
reports a decrease of 1.7 per cent in 
the number of hogs marketed at 67 
markets, during the first ten months 
of this year as compared to the same 
period of last year. October shows an 
increase of 15.1 per cent and Septem- 
ber 11 per cent over the same months 
of last year. 
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SWINE FEEDERS’ DAY AT AMES. 


The Iowa Station recently held its 
fifth annual swine feeders’ meeting 
at Ames. About five hundred farmers 
and farm advisers were in attendance. 
Professor John M. Evvard explained 
the results of the summer’s work, 

The investigations were conducted 
with the idea of finding out what min- 
eral mixtures are worth for growing

pigs and what ingredients are neces- 
sary to a good mineral mixture. The 
results were not final since most OL 
the pigs weighed 170 to 200 pounds and 
it was intended to finish them to a 
weight of 225 pounds. The experi- 
ments were started in June and early 
July. Thirty-four lots of 280 spring 
pigs were started on three series of 
experiments. 


The first series consisted of twelve 
lots of five gilts each. The lots were 
handled in pairs on six pasture crops 
with and without a mineral mixture. 
The gilts were all fed about three- 
fourths of the corn (3 per cent ration) 
that they would eat .3 lbs. of tankage 
per head daily and self-fed whole oats. 
The rapidity and economy of gains 
was in favor of feeding no minerals in 
four of the six comparisons. The min- 
eral mixture consisted of salt, 30 
pounds; spent bone black, 25 pounds; 
woodaches, 12 pounds; sulphus, 10 
pounds; limestone, 10 pounds; glaub- 
er’s salt, 5.7 pounds; Epsom salt, 5 
pounds; copperas, 2, pounds and pot- 
assium iodide 0.38 pound. 


The second series of lots were 12 in 
number with ten in each lot. These

pigs were grown on a market ration 
of corn and a supplement of corngerm 
meal, linseedmeal and tankage on rape 
pasture. The corn was self-fed while 
the supplemental mixture was fed at 
the rate of .3 pound per pig daily. Var- 
ious mineral mixtures were used. Each 
of the lots with a mineral mixture 
made more rapid gains at slightly less 
cost than the average of the two check 
lots. A simple mineral mixture of 
equal parts of limestone and salt 
seemed to be as good as mixtures with 
more ingredients. 

Ten lots of 10 pigs each were self- 
fed a ration of corn and a supplement- 
al mixture of blood meal, corngerm 


meal, linseed meal, and peanut meal 
without pasture. Again various min- 
eral mixtures were fed. The pigs fed 
mineral mixtures ate more feed and 
made slightly more rapid gains on the 
average than the check lots not re- 
ceiving the mineral mixtures. The cost 
of gains were slightly cheaper where 
no minerals were fed. 


The results of Iowa’s experiments up 
to date would indicate that minerals 
play a rather unimportant part in the 
rapidity or economy of the gains in 
the ration of pigs that are fed fairly 
good rations. As has been noted be- 
fore in these columns, these results 
confirm the three years’ of work com- 
pleted at the Illinois Station. 


Commercial Feeds for Pigs. 


The recent feeding tests at the Iowa 
Station (1918-1920) would indicate that 
the average commercial feed was 
worth about the same pound for pound 
as corn. In 58 lots of five pigs each 
where twenty-eight different feeds 
were used, the average feeding value 
of the feeds was $13,04 when corn and 
tankage in the check lots was charged 
at 35c per bushel ($12.50 per ton) and 
$50 per ton respectively. These pigs 
were grown from approximately 50 to 
225 pounds. Most of these pigs were 
fed on rape pasture. The pigs on 
commercial feeds made average daily 
gains of 1.26 pounds, where as the corn 
and tankage lots averaged 1.39 pounds. 
The former lots required 185 pounds of 
corn, 13 pounds of tankage and 227 
pounds of commercial feed for 100 
pounds of gain. The latter lots re- 
quired 350 pounds of corn and 33 
pounds of tankage to produce the same 
amount of gain. 


Few of these feeds answer the ques- 
tion of a good supplement to corn 
since they are so low in protein, It 
is only the occasional commercial 
feed that has more than 20 per cent 
protein and many have less than wheat 
middlings (15-17 per cent). Some of 
these feeds contain as much crude 
fibre as bran or oats which are ob- 
jected to on account of their bulk. 
True, it is, that at times, it is better 
to use some of them than feed corn 
alone, but why not instead use some 
of the cheaper and higher protein sup- 
plements

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MOULDY AND WORM-EATEN 
CORN. 
(From American Swine-Herd, De2- 
cember 1921.) 

The usual amount of mouldy and 
worm-eaten corn throughout the Mis- 
sissippi Valley this fall hag resulted 
in numerous inquiries relative to the 
danger of feeding same to animals. 
As the result of investigations it is 
apparent that all mouldy corn is not 
poisonous and that the mould per se 
doeg not elaborate a toxin on the 
feed. Many of the mouldy and worm- 
eaten ears may, however, contain a 
virulent bact2rial poison (botulinus). 
In experimental feeding tests it has 
been demonstrated that  botulinus 
poisoning can be prevented in large 
Measure by infecting animals with 
antitoxin. This procedure is especi- 
ally desirable in view of the fact that 
it igs difficult, if not impossible, to 
accurately detect the presence of the 
poison in the ration upon physical 
examination. All visibly defective 
corn is not necessarily poisonous, nor 
is all whol2some-appearing corn nec- 
essarily non-poisonous. Therefore, 
in many instances, mouldy corn may 
be fed without loss. 

Representative samples of spoiled 
and worm-eaten corn recently  sub- 
mitted to the Laboratory of Animal 
Pathology and Hygiene revealed a 
variety of mold species, but the pa- 
thogenic character of these organ- 
isms has not been established. A 
bacteriologic examination of the corn, 
however, reveals the presence of B. 
botulinus. The toxin elaborated by 
this micro-organism is very fatal to 
animals, and in cases already report- 
ed it appears that death may be 
traceable to thig toxin. The sgymp- 
toms in horses are best known un- 
der the caption of forage poisoning 
or cerebro-spinal meningitis, though 
in cattle and sheep the disease is of- 
ten confused with hemorrhagic sep- 
ticemia. The younger animals of the 
herd are more severely affected. Corn 
poisoning in swine is characterized 
by its sudden onset, loss of appetite, 
slobbering, stiffness, thumping and 
listlessness. Animals affected refuse 
to graze and remain in the pens. All 
ages may be affected, but the: dis- 
ease is more severe in nursing pigs 


Swine Feeding and Management 
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than in mature animals, the number 
of animals affected in a herd ig de- 
pendent upon the amount of poison- 
ous feed, while the course of the dis- 
ease is doubtless related to the viru- 
lency of the toxin. If other patho- 
logic conditions, namely, hog cholera 
and parasitic diseases, are eliminat- 
ed, saline purgation will be found 
helpful. Some animals sporadically 
affected have been injected with an- 
titoxin, but the trialg in the field have 
been so limited that no deductions 
can be made of its value. Experi- 
mental tests conducted upon swine 
clearly indicate the prophylactic val- 
ue of antitoxin. Sporadic cases of 
botulism in Swine have been observed 
in herds wherein manifest symptoms 
were not observed in the remaining 
animals. The clinical aspects of this 
syndrome ars quite analogous to a 
hemmorrhagic septicemia infection. 
In fact, the latter virus has been dem- 
onstrated in the lung tissue of 
swine suffering from botulinus intox- 
ication. The danger of feeding cer- 
tain cure-all mineral mixtures to 
Swine cannot be entirely disregarded 
in view of the results obtained in 
examining these preparations bacter- 
iologically.

HAY FOR PREGNANT SOWS. 


The results of four years’ work by 
Snyder at the Nebraska Station, with 
ten sows each year has shown that 
mature sows will winter economical- 
ly on ear corn and alfalfa hay in the 
rack. The corn was fed at the rate 
of one pound to each 100 pounds of 
sow daiiy. The total amount of feed 
eaten by these sows for the period 
of 121 days was 9.9 bushels of corn 
and 86 pounds of alfalfa hay This 
was about 4 1-2 pounds of corn and 
3-4 pounds of alfalfa for each sow 
daily. The average daily gain on 
these sows was .76 pounds daily. 
When the alfalfa was chopped and 
mixed with the corn, more alfalfa 
was consumed, but so small a quanti- 
ty of corn was replaced by the alfal- 
fa that it was thought best to feed a 
limited amount of corn with alfalfa 
hay in the rack. 

Young pregnant sows require more 
corn than old sows and hence can 
not be fed corn and hay as above dis- 
cussed. Ag the larger amounts of 
corn are fed to grow the young sow, 
an insufficient quantity of the hay is 
eaten from the rack to properly bal- 
ance the ration. The results of five 
years’ work with a total of 120 gilts 
would indicate that when two or 
three parts of ground alfalfa were 
mixed with one part of corn (by 
weight) satisfactory gains and litters 
were secured. These young sows 
weighed 178 pounds in the fall and at

40 profit making sows at farm prices 
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the end of 133 days, 301 pounds, av- 
eraging .91 pound daily per _ head. 
They required 10.38 bushels of corn 
and 218 pounds of alfalfa hay each 
for the period. 

More leguminous hay could be fed 
our pregnant sows to advantage. Such 
a ration would result in greater econ- 
omy and better farrowing results. 
Our pregnant sows are fed too much 
corn and entirely too small amounts 
of bulky, nitrogenous and mineral- 
bearing feeds as alfalfa or clover 
hay. 


THE EFFECT ON GROWTH OF 
BREEDING IMMATURE ANI- 
MALS. 


A recent bulletin from the Missouri 
Station, by F. B Mumford discusses 
the results of about ten years’ inves- 
tigations with as many generations 
on the effect on growth of breeding 
immature animals. The conclusions 
from this bulletin are as follows: 

1. There igs material evidence in 
this jnvestigation to show that the 
period of gestation hag a tendency to 
increase the rate of growth in young 


SOWS. 

2. Immature sows bred at five 
months of age and twice a year there- 
after, may be expected to develop 
into somewhat smaller animals at 
maturity than would be the case it 
they were not bred until more near- 
ly mature. 

3. The diminished size of mature 
sows bred at an early age has no 
very important practical significance 
in the production of swine for mar- 
ket, since the difference in gize at 
maturity between animals bred at a 
very young age and those bred at a 
later age, is not significant. 

4. The period of lactation is appar- 
ently a heavy drain on the mother. 
The records of this investigation 
seem to show clearly that when a 
young sow is suckling a litter of pigs, 
growth is inhibited. 

5. The greatest loss in weight dur- 
ing the lactation period invariably 
occurs during the first month. In 
some cases actual gaing in weight 
during the latter months of the lacta- 
tion period have been recorded.

LOSSES OF PIGS AT FARROWING 
TIME. 


On seventy-six farms in La Salle 
county, thirty-six percent of the pigs 
lost from farrowing to weaning time 
were from pigs either being farrowed 
weak or dead. The average loss 
per sow from this source was three- 
fourths of a pig per litter. Some of 
this loss might be avoided by hand- 
ling the sows as follows during the 
gestation period: 

1. Using a feed high in protein— 
milk, tankage, alfalfa, or clover hay. 

2. Using a feed with some bulk— 
oats, alfalfa, or clover hay. 

3. Do not get sows too fat—limited 
amounts of this cheap corn. 

4. Plenty of water. 

5. Abundance of exercise. 

6. Avoid rough ground in lots or 
obstructiong at gates or doors. for 
sow to walk over. 

7. Adequate sleeping quarters. 

8. Careful watching of sows.

DUROCS ARE LEADERS 
AS FEEDERS 


‘“Whiie attending the Kl Paso fair, 
which was one of the best stock shows 
outside of the [llinois State Fair and 
the National Swine Show, held in I11i- 
nois this year,” writes Col. M. R. 
Clark of Brimfield, “I happened to 
meet Mr. Fred Parks of Minonck, I11., 
through th2 courtesy of Mr. Sam 
Stider of Eureka, Illinois. Mr. Parks 
gave me this little item on the Dur- 
ocs.” 


Mr. Fred C. Parks and a neighbor, 
Mr. Oscar Sullivan, both farmers and 
feeders of that community had their 
pigs farrowed the latter part of Feb- 
ruary 1921. On August 10, 1921, they 
marketed a car load of 90 head. Mr. 
Parks’ 45 head averaged over the 
scales 171 pounds; Mr. Sullivan’s 45 
head averaged 169 pounds, making a 
total average of 170 pounds. The pigs 
would average in age right at 170 days 
each. They were not given any extra 
care; fed for the market only on the 
regular feeds raised on these ‘two 
farms; Mr. Parks told me personally 
that his pigs were fed corn and water 
and only had a very little oats. 

The pigs were all sired by a pure 
bred Duroc and I believe all were out 
of pure bred sows, Durocs.

The only proper person 
to sign a pedigree is the person who 
owns the dam at the time she far- 
rows, or his duly authorized r2presen- 
tative. 


Every breeder should have a re- 
corded pedigree for all sows purchas- 
ed by him during the year, and 
should see that all have been trans- 
ferred to him. He should also have 
breeding certificates for al] these 
sows, and ghould see that the breed- 
ing date corresponds with the date 
on- which the litter was farrowed.

Any plan, that will bring out for ex- 
hibition before agricultural America 
over 7,000 smooth, growthy Duroc pigs, 
that represent the best intelligence 
and knowledge of the breeders’ and 
feeders’ art, is worth the price regard- 
less of what it is. In 1922 we are go- 
ing to cast previous records into the 
discard and literally paint District and 
County fair grounds red with Duroc 
color. We are going to have more 
futurities than ever before.

TWO 
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Are Pure Breds Worth More 


Address by Dan. W. ‘Gibbs, Livestock Buyer, Indianapolis, Ind. 
Given before Clark County Livestock Association Meeting 


Many of you remember when the 
little yellow and brindle long-horn 
‘western cattle came to market and 
were worth the lowest prices. The 
hundreds of thousands of little west- 
ein cows ‘weighing 600, 700 and 8g00, 
covered the western plains,—and the 
bulls were of the same class. Conse- 
quently, the calves were of the same 
class. Just as long as the wild or 
semi-wild unbusiness methods were 
followed this class of cattle was the 
main cattle supply from the West and 
their cattle sold in the market far un- 
der the native cattle of Illinois and 
central states. 


The same was the cas2 in the horses. 
Hundreds of thousands of wild west- 
ern broncos ‘were of far less value 
than the good native horse. The same 
was the case with th2 sheep. They 
were let run and breed as nature 
made them. They, too, came to mar- 
ket at very low values. Take the hog. 
Ag we remember him better as he 
was bred in Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Arkansas and the southwest—natives 
of his sections. He, too ran wild or 
semi-wild and was injured time after 


time. Hse wag the razor back, long 
nose, long legs, light weight, long 
bristles and low value. He did not 


cost much as he made his way on the 
old saying, ‘Root hog or die.’ The 
hog was not at fault. He did the best 
he could. He preferred to root rath- 
er than go hungry and die of starva- 
tion. 


Are Purebreds Worth More? 


What brought the change in the 
western cattle? Did the ranch man 
buy and ship millions of high-grade, 
pure-bred cows to the ‘west to breed 
another king of cattle? No—that was 
impractical. Only in a very small way. 
How did they make the change? It 
was by buying thousands of the best 
purebred high grade bulls that could 
be had and shipping them to the ‘west. 
Castrating all the common and scrub 
bulls. Using only the very best that 
they could get. In one year they had 
a calf out of the little scrub cow that 
was a half purebred. Can you real- 
ize the difference in a herd of a thous- 
and cows with a thousand half blood 
pure breds by their side as compared 
with the year before? and this ‘was 
the beginning. In three years’ time 
they had 500 half purebred cows with 
three quarter bred calves by their 
side, which made the f2eder in the 
corn belt turn his attention to buying 


the western calves for feeders, be- 
cause they were better than he could 
get in a general way at home. 

Take, for instance, the Hereford 
Breeders’ association of Marifia, Tex- 
as, that shipped 25,000 calves and 
yearlings into the corn belt states this 
fall and sold them at public auction. 
Two sales at Decatur, one at Hast St. 
Louis, two at Indianapolis. Why 
would this Breeders’ association do 
this thing in that way? Listen, they 
had the real goods. The kind that 
breed right and the kind that feeds 
out to early maturity and they want- 
ed to bring these cattle to our home 
markets and farms that they may win 
the confidence of the feeders to create 
bigger demand for their cattle in the 
corn belt. So here is my answer. ARE 
THH PURE BREDS WORTH MORE? 
The pur? breds have been the founda- 
for this change in the cattle. Could 
the benefit be figured in dollars and 
put into figures, it would look as big 
ag the world war debt in figures. 

How About the Horses? 

The progress of tha west has prac- 
tically eliminated the western range 
horse. So we see very little of the 
bronco any more. Pure breds. are 
worth more and built a different foun- 
dation and better horses are worth 
more. 

How About the Sheep? 

The western she2p men have chang- 
ed the old kind by using purebred 
bucks until milliong of western lambs 
come to market comparatively as uni- 
form as eggs and the highest selling 
lambs that come to market as feeders 
or butcher lambs. Consequently the 
purebreds have laid the foundation 
for the most profitable lamb that goes 
to the market. 

Now We Come to the Hog. 

Ther3 are men in this meeting today 
that have seen me as a boy, 15 to 20 
years old, with my benefactor, our old 
tcownsman, J. D. Nichols. This twas 
45 to 50 years ago. Driving, feeding, 
buying and shipping hogs and for the 
best 33 years selling hogs in the open 
mark2t. As I have said to you on 
former occasions, when [I left Clark 
county to come to Indianapolis in 1888, 
I think I am safe in saying, there was 
not a man jn the country that owned 
a purebred hog, while there ‘were lots 
of good hogs that were made in a dif- 
erent way—generally 12 to 18 months’ 
old before they went to market. I re- 
member the two first cars of hogs I 
bought on my own hook were bought 
of Clark Hammond one Saturday after- 


noon. He turned them out and drove 
them to town that night. I got them 
to Indianapolis on Sunday and we sold 
the hogs Monday. I think I made 
about $25 on the two cars, and if I 
had averaged that much on all I 
shipped, I would have been better off 
than I was when 1 quit. But back to 
the question 
Are Purebreds Worth More? 

Hogs that are coming out of Ken- 
tucky and ‘Tennessee, Arkansas and 
the southwest are largely halfbresds 
and quite a small percent of them are 
the old-fashioned kind because produc- 
ers are buying purebred boars for re- 
placement of the. scrub. That means, 
even his first-year hogs are going to 
be good ones because purebred sires 
mean, at least, a haif purebred calf or 
pig, which insures a good feeding ani- 
mal. This is only a matter of a few 
months in hog breeding until you have 
the better bred ones on- your farms. 
This gtimulates the farmer to take 
better care of his pigs and now in- 
stead of the 12 and 18 months’-old hogs 
coming to market, we have more 6 to 
9-months’-old hogs weighing from 150 
to 250, which mests the present- day 
demands. So the purebred hog has 
been responsible in a large way for 
making the more hogs at half the 
former age hogs were marketed at. 
Are Pure Breds Worth More in the 

Open Market? 

I would answer “Yes” for one rea- 
son. The producer who has the snap 
to produce purebred hogs is going to 
bring them to market in the best con- 
dition possible and the better any 
kind of stock looks in the market, the 
more he ig valued at. The buyers’ 
eyes are his valuation fixer. What it 
looks to him is what he values. When 
his day’s buying is dressed and 
weighed and the net cost figured ‘with 
the quality of the meat considered, is 
what counts in the buyers’ job.. We 
had two steers in a load from here a 
few weeks ago. They ‘were coarse, 
plain quality, weighing between 1100 
and 1200; not fat enough for good 
beef; that weight in good cattle ‘was 
selling from $8 to $9. Our salesmen 
priced them at $7 and got no bid. 
The second day he offered them at 
$6.50. After holding them about a 
week, Kingans’ buyer had an order 
for that kind and he bid $5 and bought 
them. There were quite a few others 
in the Yards that were about of the 
same kind that had been there days 
and days ‘without a bid. Now this is

Many a sow has or will find a new 
home during January or February. 
Thig sow may or may not be a source 
of satisfaction and profit to the new 
owner. After having made the pur- 
chase much will depend upon the feed- 
ing and handling of the sow ag to 
‘whether or not you are a satisfied cus- 
tomer. A first-class sow mated to a 
first-class boar will not raise first-class 
pigs with third-class care. We some- 
times hate to see certain men buy 
good sows at a sale when 'we know the 
sows do not have a ghost of a show to 
make good. The former owner has 
brought the sow to the more critical 
stage of the gestation period. During 
the last month of pregnancy sows need 
to be fed the right kind of rations as 
well as generous rations. Pigs that are 
not grown ‘well while suckling the sow 
have their chances limited for proper 
later development. Let us give this 
newly purchased sow a good chance to 
do our herds some good as well as b2 
a credit to the former owner. 

Pig Losses. 

A large number of farm records 
show that of the average farrow of 
eight pigs per litter two and one-half 
pigs are lost between the time of far- 
rowing and weaning. One-third of the 
losses from pigs being farrowed weak 
or dead, on2-third laid on by the sow 
and the other one-third lost for miscel- 


laneous reasons such ag_ scours, 
thumps, eaten by sow, abortion, in- 
jury, sore mouth, etc. The first men- 


tioned loss can be lessened somewhat 
by feeding the sows desirable rations 
and making them take plenty of ex- 
ercise. The second loss can b2 check- 
ed with noticeable results by giving 
the sows roomy, comfortable pens and 
adequate attention during the first two 
‘weeks. Many of ths miscellaneous

losses may be lessened through good 

feeding and proper attention. 

Cleaning up the Farrowing Pens and 
Lots. 

Too little emphasis is placed upon 
the importance of cleaning the farrow- 
ing pens and lots before the new pig 
crop comes. Last year pig troubles 
may be expect2d this year if the pigs 
are left to farrow in the filthy pens 
and lots of the last crop of pigs, and 
later are allowed to run in the same 
lots without first plowing the ground 
and growing some crop. If we are to 
maks the growing of pigs pay in the 
next few years we may have to watch 
the smaller items closer than we have 
this season. 

The pens of the house should be 
thoroughly cleaned ‘with the pitchfork, 
shovel and broom and later follow with 
a hot lye solution in every crack and 
crevice in the floor and sides of pens. 
One can of lye for every 30 to 40 gal- 
long of hot water will make a cheap 
and effective cleaning solution. Later, 
the floors, walls and ceiling should be 
whitewashed. Lime should be sprin- 
kled on the ground near the house 
that has not been plowed or spaded. 

Pigs that farrow in a clean p2n and 
are later placed on rotated pasture 
ground have at least an even chance 
to make the owner some money. If 
we are to be successful in controlling 
such troubles as worms and soremouth 
we must resort to sanitation and rota- 
tion rather than ‘doping and pilling.” 
Pigs seems to have a greater desire 
to grow as well as a greater ability 
to grow in santitary quarters and lots 
than in dirty houses and trodden lots 
left by the fall pigs. 


- ALLOW BROOD SOWS' EXERCISE. 


Sop ee 
Will Keep Them in Better Shape for 
Spring Farrowing. 

To produce the best litter of pigs

brood sows require plenty of exercis? 
during the 'winter months. According 
to the animal husbandry department 
at Iowa State College many sows be- 
come inactive in winter and as a re- 
sult are constipated due to .lack of 
exercise. They do not like to leave 
warm quarters and unless they are 
made to, trouble will result. This is 
easily accomplished by feeding them 
away from their quarters and forcing 
them out in order to get water and 
food. 

Proper feeding will also make the 
litter stronger. Sows need not be too 
fat for breeding. They should be fed 
a liberal amount of protein along with 


a little corn. Good clover hay and al- 
falfa along with a liberal supply of 
minerals such ag salt, lime and ‘wood 
ashes are essential in th? production 
of strong litters as these will build 
bone.

J. F. C. asks: “What does ‘in dam’ 
mean on pedigrees?” If a sow is sold 
after being bred and before farrowing, 
the purchaser is said to have bought 
the litter “in dam.”

What Is Necessary in Application? 

W. W. C. wishes to know how much 
of the application blank it is neces- 
sary to fill out when sending a pedi- 
gree in for record.

The name and address of 
the breeder must be given. If there 
are any sales, the name and address 
of the purchaser and the date of sale 
must be filled in. The name and num- 
ber of the sire and dam of the animal 
to be recorded must b2 given correct- 
ly. And the application must be sign- 
ed by the party owning the dam at the 
time the animal to be recorded was 
farrowed, or by his authorized agent.

A program was discussed for the 
year, and Wm. H. Garber was ap- 
pointed chairman of a Pig Club com- 
mittee to confer with the Farm Bu- 
reau members and breed representa- 
tives of the other breeds to formulate 
a Pig Club program for their county. 
A show herd at Springfield and picnic 
at Mackinaw Park were also _ pro- 
posed. 

Assistant Secretary Haaga of the 
National Duroc Record association 
was present and spoke in general on 
breed promotion. He dwelt at length 
on the importance of county co-opera- 
tion and stated that a county Duroc 
association ig the most important unit 
in the business. ‘‘We must have riv- 
alry but not jealousy in a county,” 
stated Haaga. “Jealousy is the fore- 
runner of lack of co-operation. Qual- 
ity in our Durocs must b2 kept up, 
and a breeder must remember that 
whenever he sells a Duroc he is not 
only selling hig own goods but he is 
selling the Duroc breed to the man 
that has decided to take up this breed 
as his preference; therefore, he must 
be selling the kind of an animal that 
will make good and keep up the Du- 
roc name.” 

W. V. Gousseff, secretary of the 
State Duroc association, ‘was also 
present and opened up a discussion 
among the Duroc breeders on how the 
Duroc business can be improved in 
Tazewell county. This discussion 
brought out many constructive sugges- 
tions, many of which will be formu- 
lated into a program of work for the 
coming year. 

C. G. Starr, county agent, brought 
up an interesting matter which other 
counties would do well to follow. The 
Farm Bureau has made arrangements 
with the assessors to make a census 
of the swine business in the county. 
Questions asked in the census will 
be as. follows: 


1. Do you use a pure-bred sire? 

2. What breed? 

3. Age? 

4. If not pure-bred, breed pre- 
ferred? 

5. Are your sows pure-bred? 

6. Breed preference? 


7. How many sows have you? 
This census will give a list of pros- 
pects in the county and will be divid- 
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ed up according to townships. After 
this ig tabulated, it will be available 
to those breeders who are members 
of the County Duroc association. This 
will develop breed promotion and sell- 
ing within the county and will be a 
means of replacing grades with pure 
breds. 


WOODFORD COUNTY 
CONTINUES CONSTRUCTIVE 
PROMOTION WORK. 


The following interesting letter 
from A. C. Schierer, newly — elected 
secretary of the Woodford County 
Duroc association, indicates the ac- 
tivity of this organization: , 

“At the second annual meeting of 
the Woodford County Duroc club I 
was elected secretary of that associa- 
tion, so you must tolerat> reading the 
news items which I shall write for 
THE DEPENDABLE. 

“We had a lively meeting, with all 
the pep that we started with a year 
ago and more, too. We had thirteen 
members and now added nine more, 
making a total of twenty-two mem- 
bers. Two of the new members were 
Pig Club boys last year, showing how 
soon a Pig Club boy can become an 
active breeder. The f2es were re 
duced from $12 to $6, for we had more 
money than was really needed. 

“It wag agreed that we do the fol- 
lowing for the Pig Club boys in our 
county: We are going to pay the 
nomination fees for them, which nom- 
inates all Pig Club boys for the Fu- 
turity Pig Club show to be held at 
El Paso next fall. We are going to 
see to it that all those contemplating 
going to the State Fair will be taken 
free. The boy having the best litter 
will be taken to the National Swine 
Show. A tour was planned to visit 
all Pig Club boys aS well as breeders 
and give the boys suggestions about 
feeding their pigs. 

“The new officers elected were as 
follows: FF. D. Banta, president; Ray 
Schertz, vice-president; A. C. Shierer, 
secretary; Peter Steider, treasurer. 
It wag also agreed that our board of 
directors go before our local county 
fair board and make more and better 
agreements for a bigger and better 
county fair than we have yet had. 


“Selling Durocs among the breed- 
ers of the county has been good this 
fall. I have sold twelve boars, which 
brought me a fair price. Ths boar 
which I sold to Smith Bros., Meta- 
mora, Illinois, by Big Bone Pathfind- 
er, dam by Great Wonder I Am, is 
coming like a house afire. Duration 
Renown is coming along wonderfully. 
He ig thirty-five inches high and 
weighs three hundred fifty pounds, 
with a ten-inch bone. The boar that 
Schertz Bros. gent to Glenn Graham 
at Prophetstown in Whiteside county 
made a satisfied customer for his new 
owner. 


HOG FEEDING IS PROFITABLE. 


Better Margin in Feeding Corn Than 


During War Times, Figures 
Show. 


That feeding corn to hogs is even 
more profitable at the present time 
than during the war when prices were 
high is shown in these figures from 
C. C. Culbertson, assistant chief of 
animal husbandry at Iowa Agricul- 
tural experiment station. 

Reviving the “13 to 1” ration of 
war times, it will be remembered that 
during the war 100 pounds of pork 
was expected to bring as much on the 
market as 13 bushels of corn, so that 
when corn was Selling for $2.00 a 
bushel pork was supposed to be worth 
$26.00 per hundred pounds. 

At present corn is selling around 
50 cents per bushel, with hog prices 
at $10.00, while under the old “13 to 
1” ratio the pork should be worth 
about $6.50 per hundred pounds, 

Or, in figuring it the other way, 
the corn marketed through hogs at 
present prices, brings the farmer a 
return of 77 cents per bushel for his 
ecrn, emphasizing the added value 
through feeding it instead of shipping. 
Also, there is the added value in the 
manure, which goes back to the soil 
and is not shipp2d out ag when the 
grain ig sold. 

Anyway, according to Mr. Culbert- 
son, the farmer who has a herd of 
hogs at present can net a good return 
for his corn. Where the hogs are 
running with cattle, the return on the 
corn can be increased so that an even 
greater price can be obtained for the 
feed. 


DON’T OVERFEED BROOD SOWS. 


Plenty of Exercise and Forage Best 
Treatment. 


Brood sows, in order to be in the 
best shape for farrowing time, shouid 
not make more than a pound a day, 
say animal husbandry men at lowa 
State college. Grain in the ration 
should be limited and plenty: of 
roughage supplied to offset the limita- 
tion of the grain. Legume hays such 
as clover or alfalfa make excellent 
feed for brood sows. 

Watch out for moldy feeds for so'ws 
as they are susceptible to injury from 
these parasites which might cause 
them to lose their litters prematurely. 

Exercise for brood sows is desirable 
and th2y should be allowed a good run. 
Furnish them with warm quarters and 
keep them out of drafts or pneumonia 
ig liable to result. 

Leguminous hays are excellent feeds 
as they supply a protein balance to 
the ration which eliminates constipa- 
tion troubles. The hay is especially 
desirable where corn ig the chief part 
of the ration.

CORN BRINGS GOOD RETURN. 


Experiments Show That It Brings Big 
Prices When Fed to Livestock. 


When fed to livestock under pres- 
ent market conditions corn brings the 
farmer prices ranging’ from $3.25 per 
bushel to 74 cents per bushel. This 
is shown in figures just given out by 
the Iowa Agricultural experiment sta- 
tion based on some recent feeding ex- 
periments, 

Lambs weighing 60 pounds were fed 
until they weighed 83 pounds on a 
ration consisting of a large amount 
of corn and after they were shipped 
and the costs of production taken out 
it was found that corn paid a return 
of $3.25 per bushel. 

Hogs, in making a 150 pound gain, 
paid for the corn used in the ration 
at the rate of $1.34 per bushel. 

Steers making a gain of 260 pounds 
each on a daily gain of three pounds 
per day, with a large amount of corn 
in the ration, paid for the corn at the 
rate of 74 cents per bushel. Besides, 
they furnished considerable feed for 
hogs and left considerable manure 
worth $2.50 per ton, which were not 
credited to the price of the corn. 

Dairy cows with an average produc- 
tion made a return of 81 cents per 
bushel for the corn in their ration. If 
the production of the cows had been 
better than the average there would 
have been a greater return. 

These figures represent the actual 
return for the value of the corn alone 
and the other charges for the balance 
ef the ration ars considered. The 
costs of marketing the animals has 
been taken out, so that there is no 
chance to discredit the value of the 
corn. The animals were sold on the 
Chicago market and the lambs brought 


$16 per hundred, the hogs $10 per hun- 
dred and the steers $8.75 per hundred. 
Butterfat from the dairy cows was 
sold at 35 cents per pound and the 
skim milk was credited at 50 cents 
per hundred pounds, so that the ani- 
mal husbandrymen gay the figures are 
typical for the corn belt. 


CLARK COUNTY LIVESTOCK MEN 
UP AND DOING. 


The livestock men of Clark county 
are determined to put over a real live- 
steck program jn their county this 
coming year. 

Under the leadership of B. H. Em- 
rich, who is the owner of the Ben Hur 
farm at Casey, and who is the presi- 
dent of this organization, called out 
one hundred livestock men from vari- 
ous parts of the county, gathering at 
Martinsville on Monday, January 9th, 
to discuss ways and means of live- 
stock development. Included in the 
program was the State Duroc Secre- 
tary, W. V. Gousseff, who spoke on 
the present status of the pure-bred 
industry.

CLIP NEEDLE TEETH FROM PIGS. 


Will Gave Considerable Trouble in 


the Pig Lots. 


Removal of the ‘ne2zdle” or wolf 
teeth of suckling pigs immediately 
after farrowing may save much 
future trouble with the sow and her 
litter, according to A. L. Anderson of 
the animal husbandry department, 
Iowa State College. The wolf teeth 
have no function, but cause a great 
deal of discomfort to the sow when 
the pigs suckle. When fighting, the 
pigs sometimes gcratch each other 
quite seriously and the safe policy is 
the removal of the offending teeth. 

A pair of nippers easily enable the 
breeder to break or clip the teeth off. 
They should never be pulled out, as 
the large op2ning left may become in- 
fected. 

When the pigs are still quite young 
they should be marked in such a way 
so that they can be identified. A com- 
plete record is then availabl2 at the 
time of registration. The ear notch- 
ing system is most commonly used 
and the tyo operations of removing 
the needle teeth and :ar notching can 
be performed at the same time.

For example, a sow sired by 
Pathfinder and out of an Orion Cher- 
ry King dam might be named Path- 
finder’s O. C. K. Lady. Other breed- 
ers feature the name of their farm or 
their own name, as Marsi’s Pathfinder 
Lass B, or Van’s Orion Miss, or W. J.’s 
Model. It is well to stay away from 
such names as Jim, Jack, Jennie, etc., 
as they do not possess sufficient indi- 
viduality. 


How Many Applications for Litter? 


Wm. H. asks:—“‘In recording two 
litter mates, is it necessary to make 
out a separate application for each?” 

Only one pedigree can be put on a 
blank. An application blank must be 
filled out for each and every animal 
to be recorded. 


How Record Sale? 

Jno. T. writes: —‘“‘When I send in a 
recorded pedigree for transfer, should 
the sale ba filled in on the face of the 
certificate?” 

All sales made before an animal is 
recorded appear on the face of the re- 
corded pedigree. All sales made there- 
after are filled in on the back.

BROOD SOW RATIONS. 


A recent publication, Pennsylvania 
Bulletin No. 168, by M. F. Grimes, 
makes the following conclusions from, 
two investigations relative to the ra- 
tions of the brood sow in gestation: 

1. Alfalfa hay alone did not main- 
tain a sow in proper condition.

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PREPARATION OF BARLEY. 


A recent publication from the Okla- 
homa Station of work conducted by C. 
P. Thompson on the preparation of 
barley for feeding to pigs gives the 
following: 

1. Ground barley, whether fed by 
hand or in the self-feeder, is much 
mor? efficient for fattening hogs than 
‘whole barley. 

2. One hundred pounds of ground 
barley is equal in feeding value to 110 
to 120 pounds of whole barley. 

3. Soaking does not seem to im- 
prove to any considerable extent the 
feeding qualities of barley. 

4. Barley, when self-fed with tank- 
age did not give satisfactory results. 
The pigs ate too large an amount of 
tankage. ,

Another important fact shown in 
this report is the growth in sow and 
litter clubs. 1920 was the first year 
for the work. It increased 2 1-2 times 
last year and 1922 gives promise of 
even surpassing this. One? county al- 
ready has an enrollment of 175 in the 
litter club. The growth of this project 
indicates that the members are stay- 
ing in the work after the first year. 
Formerly it was the custom to sell 
the pig at the end of the club but now 
members are encouraged to raise a 
litter and remain in the club for three 
or four years. In this way many new 
breeders ‘will be developed, and many 
farms will be stocked with purebred 
hogs where none were grown before. 

Prospects for next year look very 
encouraging. It is perhaps not too 
optimistic to predict an enrollment of 
2000 iwith a large increase in the lit- 
ter club. With these figures in mind, 
it may be seen that club work is be- 
coming a very important means of 
breed promotion. Every breeder and 
every breed association should feel its 
duty toward encouraging this work 
and by taking some active part in its 
direction.

meat; that the producer must get 
away from. A farmer that keeps 
steers two and three years that bring 
less dollars than a good fat yearling 
knows the result. If these two steers 
had been good quality, they ‘would have 
sold for $6 to $7 for feeders. If they 
had b2en fat and plain quality, they 
would have sold for $7 to $7.50 to 
packers. Being no demand for that 
kind of feeders only at prices that 
feeders know he is stealing them at; 
packers knowing there was no other 
outlet only his bid for the place he 
had. Here is where the buyer’s eye 
is his guide in fixing values. The kind 
that nobody else twantg is the kind he 
places a very low value on. The time 
ig past when any farmer can afford to 
breed and keep that kind of stock that 
must s2ll 10 to 25 percent under prices 
on better bred ones. 

Under my subject “Are purebreds 
worth more in the fat-hog market?” 
There are many loads of grades that 
sell as high as purebred from the fact 
that there igs a very good percent of 
practically purebredgs in the market 
every day that could not be distin- 
guished from purebreds either on the 
hooks or in the sale pens. But the 
purebred breeder is the man that has 
made this possible.
